PARNELL VIOLENTLY AT- 
TACKS THE GOVERNMENT. 

HE COMPLAINS OF TYRANNY, JURY PACKING, 
AND UNJUST EXECUTIONS—GHIS RELI- 
ANCE ON THE IRISH IN AMERICA. 

Lonpon, Feb. 26.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon Baron de Worms ques- 
tioned Lord Hartington, War Secretary, with 
a view toshowing that differences existed be- 
tween Lord Hartington and Mr. Chamberlain, 
President of the Board of Trade, on the sub- 
ject of local self-government in Ireland. Lord 
Hartington, in reply, read extracts from 
speeches of Mr. Chamberlain, showing that 
the latter had not spoken of immediate legisla- 
tion. He regretted that there should be an 
opinion that differenees existed. He left it to 
both sides of the House to judge of the correct- 
ness of the opinion from the tenor of the 
speeches, 

Mr. Sullivan, member for Westmeath, gave 
notice that he would ask for the immediate re- 
lease from prison of Mr. Harrington, who has 
just been elected member for Westmeath. 

Mr. Trevelyan, Chief Secretary for Lreland, 
denied that James Garey, the informer, had 
been questioned before he went on the witness 
stand. 

Lord Hartington deciined to give Sir Staf- 
ford Northcote a day for discussing a motion 
asking for the appointment of a committee to 
inquire into the circumstances attending the 
release of Messrs. Parnell, Dillon, and O’ Kelly 
from Kilmainham Jail. Sir Stafford North- 
cote said he would take time to consider the 
course he should pursue. 

Mr. Parnell then moved his amendment to 
the address in reply tothe Speech from the 
Throne, attacking the Executive in Ireland for 
the administration of the Crimes act. The 
language of the amendment is very violent. 
It refers to ‘‘unjust executions.’’ In moving 
the amendment, Mr. Parnell said thatif there 
had been any reduction in‘the number of out- 
rages in lreland it was only because the people 
were being kept down by the brutal, terrible 
Coercion act, administered in a brutal, terrible 
way. He pointed to the fact that hardly any 
persons arrested under the Curfew clause had 
been convicted, and proceeded to show tiat 
the power of arrest had been abused. He 
complained of the conduct of Irish Judges, 
who, he said, were mostly appointed for politi- 
cal reasons, and were, therefore, unfit to try 
political cases. When the people saw that 
juries were packed and that Judges turned 
Crown prosecutors, all sympathy with law 
and order was destroyed and the people in- 
evitably became abettors of crime. If the 
Government, after the Phoenix Park murders 
were committed, had relied on the sympathy of 
the people instead of upon a tyrannical act, [re- 
land would have been pacified. He protested 
against the proclamation of meetings and 
the prosecution of the press. Freedom of 
speech, he said, did not exist in Ireland. 
In the Hynes and other murder cases the 
juries were composed almost exclusively of 

rotestants, Castile tradesmen, and acquaint- 
ances of Ear] Spencer, the Lord Lieutenant. 
The administration of the law was detested by 
everybody. He defied the Government to 
continue to govern Ireland without the sym- 
Tr of the people. The amendment of tho 

and act was urgent, though even that would 
not quench the spirit of Irish nationality. He 
believed that Mr. Chamberlain was one of the 
few English members who correctly appre- 
ciated the Irish question. \ This remark was 
greeted with ironical cheers. Mr. Parnell said 
the Government now had a great opportunity 
to restore peace and order in Ireland. He was 
confident of victory, having 1,000,000 of Irish 
in America behind him. 

The Right Hon. Andrew Porter, Attorney- 
General for Ireland, replied, condemning the 
bringing of charges without evidence. He ap- 
pealed to the House whether Mr. Parnell’s ar- 
guments justified his atrocious charges against 
the Government. He then proceeded to rebut 
the charge of jury packing. He explained 
that there were more Protestants than Catho- 
lics upon the juries because the Protestants 
constituted a majority of the whole panel. 
Earl Spencer, be said, would no more think 
of interfering with the trials in Ireland than 
he would with those in English courts.

The Police, it is known, have obtained in- 
formation that the names of six men have 
already been enrolled to fill the gaps in the 
ranks of the Irish Invincibles made by the ar- 
rest of its members for the murders in Dublin. 

The Duke of Cambridge, commander of the 
British Army, has written to the commander 
of the troops in Ireland highly praising the 
men for their conduct and the way in which 
they have performed difficult duties. 

It is reported that when the trials of the men 
charged with the Phcenix Park murders are 
concluded James Carey, the informer, will be 
tried upon a charge of a serious character. 

The rumor that two membersof Parliament 
were involved in the murder conspiracy is re- 
vived. lt is now stated positively that two 
Irish members were connected with the pro- 
vincial organizations, which the present in- 
quiry is trying to trace,

P. J. SHERIDAN TO BE ARRESTED. 

A WARRANT ISSUED BY THE STATE DEPART- 
MENT—IMPORTANT ADMISSION BY 8HER- 
IDAN. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The Secretary of 
State has, upon the application of the British 
Government, issued a warrant for the arrest of 
P. J. Sheridan, suspected of complicity 
in the Phenix Park murders, and it 
has been placed in the hands of Mr. 
West, the British Minister. Mr. Sheridan 
is in New-York. In case he is arrested 
he will be taken before a United States Com- 

issioner, who will decide whether he is sub- 
ject to extradition under the warrant. Should 
he decide in the affirmative the Department of 

State will issue the necessary extradition 

papers. 


In speaking toa TIMEs reporter yesterday Mr. 
Sheridan said: “I have been advised by my coua- 
sel not to talk about this matter, but I willsay that 
no ene can be more pleased than I am at the op- 
pertunity this application will give me to explain 
my cennection with Irish affairs tothe people of 
America. I shall stand my ground here, andI am 
confident that the people will uphold me.”’ 

**Can you explain what the line of your defense 
will bey’’ 

“That would be what my lawyer calls ‘show- 

ing my cards’ to my opponents,” said Mr. 
Sheridan, ‘“‘and as this is a rather dangerous 
game I shall have to reserve that matter 
until the proper time comes. I am _ only 
implicated through the assertions of Carey, and I 
cen prove that at the time he alleges I had a long 
conversation with him in regard to the murders I 
was in reality hundreds ef miles away. I am also 
glad of the opportunity to show thatthe “‘* Invin- 
cibles” have nothing to do with the Land League, 
and that the purposes and interests of the two or- 
ganizations are entirely separate and dissimilar, in 
spite of the fact that the British Government has 
been trying to prove that they are identical. I 
have no anxiety about the result of the extradition 
proceedings. I have courted this investigation, 
and shall be satisfied to leave the matter to the 
people of this country, knowing, as I do, that they 
will give me a fair hearing.” 

* Shall you be able to vindicate yourself before a 
British triounal in case this applicaticn results in 
your extradition?" 

*T trust that I shall be spared the attempt,” said 
Mr. Sheridan earnesily, “for if [ once get onto 
British soil 1 am doomed to the halter, innocent or 
guilty.” 

Henry I. Curtis, Chief Deputy United States 
Marshal in this City, stated late last evering, just 
prior to leaving for bis home. that up to that hour 
no information in the matter had been received at 
the Marshal's office from Washington or elsewhere.

BRINGING RUIN TO MANY 


ieee eae 
GILBERT L. OROWELL A DEFAULT- 
ER IN ABOUT $500,000. 

THE ESTATES OF TRUSTFUL LADIES, THE 
MONEY OF CONFIDING FRIENDS, AND A 
HITHERTO UNBLEMISHED REPUTATION 
SWALLOWED UP IN SPLE@ULATION. 

Gilbert L. Crowell, President of the Em- 
pire mine, which is situated at Park City, 
Utah, isa defaulter to the extent of about 
$500,000, money which he has deliberately 
stolen from his clients, and in addition to this 
he has involved his friends who have indorsed 
his notes to the extent of $42,800. Mr. Crowell 
lives in Arlington, N. J., but he has done busi- 
ness in this City for the last 30 years, He is 
well known among the moneyed men of Wall- 
street, and up to this time has enjoyed the 
reputation of heing a strictly honest man, al- 
though his friends feared that his passion for 
speculating in mines would eventually result 
in his financial ruin. Nobody, however, 
Creamed that he would carry this passion 
to such excess as to induce him to 
appropriate the money of others to 
bolster up his failing fortunes, and 
the news of his defalcation was received by 
those who have heard it for the past 10 days 
with surprise and sorrow. An attempt was 
made to cover up the facts, the people whom 
Mr. Crowell bad defrauded refused to prose- 
cute him, and it was hoped that this latest de- 
faleation could be kept from the knowledge of 
the public. But the fact that Mr. Crowell had 
made an assighment of his property in Arling- 
ton and this City leaked out, and after this an 
investigation followed, which resulted in the 
discovery of his guilt. 

Mr. Crowell is a man about 58 years old, and 
has done businessin this City, in various ca- 
pacities, for several years. He was formerly 
Teller of the People’s Bank, and was premoted 
from this position to be Cashier. He acted as 
Cashier of the bank from 1861 to 1866, when 
he became ill from his constant application 
to business and confinement in the office. 
In the course of bis business in this capacity 
he became acquainted with Mrs. Cordelia 
A. Atwell, a widow, and Misses Catherine and 
Caroline Tallman, two maiden ladies. These 
three ladies were the owners of a large estate, 
and they concluded to make Mr. Crowell the 
manager of their business. They knew him 
to be a man of unblemished charac- 
ter, and intrusted him with the entire 
control of their estates. They deposited with 
him United States bonds, railroad bonds, and 
mortgages, amounting in the aggregate to 
about $1,500,000, turned over to him as Trustee 
all their property of every description, and 
gave him a power of attorney to act for 
thema on all occasions and in every ca- 
pacity. For 13 years Mr. Crowell acted in 
this capacity alone, deing no other business, 
and devoting his time strictly to the interests 
of his clients. In October, 1879, he became 
interested in the subject of mines, and from 
that time on his time was wholly given up to 
speculation in mining properties in the West. 
He invested largely in the Empire mine, of 
Park City, Utah, and was made President of 


the company which was formed to de- 
velop the mine. He also bought stock of 
other mines in Utah and Nevada, and induced 
his friends to invest in these ventures, which, 
in his eyes, seemed to promise large returns. 
Since then he has figured as a mining magnate, 
and it now appears that he has risked, not only 
his own money, but the funds of the ladies for 
whose estates he acted as the manager and 
Trustee,in the uncertain development of the 
Empire mine, on which he based most of his 
hopes. 

About two weeks ago it was discovered by 
Mrs. Atwell and the two sisters, Catherine and 
Caroline Tallman, that the accounts of Mr. 
Crowell were not all straight. When the 
ladies discovered their loss they became fran- 
tic. They visited Mr. Crowell, and a stormy 
scene followed. They cailed him to account 
for the money in his hands, and when 
he told them that it was gone, they 
raved and stormed, and tore their hair, 
and threatened to prosecute him. He 
attempted to explain, but for a time they 
would listen to no explanation. Finally they 
became calmer, and then Mr. Crowel! con- 
fessed his guilt in detail. He admitted that he 
had been using the funds of these ladies to de- 
velop the Empire mine, but he said that he 
had always intended to replace the money 
taken as soon as the mine, in which 
he had the utmost ccnfidence, began 
to pay dividends, The investigation which 
followed showed that Mr. Growell had 
converted into cash and applied toward the 
development of the mine, either in paying the 
assessments on his own stock or in loans to the 
company, of stocks and bonds belonging to 
Mrs. Atwell amounting to $113,000, securities 
belongirg to Miss Caroline Tallman amount- 
ing to $353,000, and securities belonging to 
Miss Catherine Tallman amounting to 
$35,000, the entire amount of the de- 
falcation being $501,000. Mr. Crowell ad- 
mitted that he had taken this amount 
from the boxes in his charge in which the se- 
curities of the ladies were kept. He said that 
it had all been expended in the development 
of the Empire mine, the shaft of which is now 
down 500 feet, drifts having been run on the 
200, 300, and 400 level. The working of the 
mine has been very difficult, the drifts having 
been flooded several times since the sinking of 
the shaft was begun, and this has delayed 
the development, and added to the expense. 
The only way in which Mr. Crowell could 
maintain his control was by paying his assess- 
ments and keeping the mine working, and 
when his own money and his credit gave out 
he drew on the money held by him in trust for 
the ladies. After hearing his statement Mrs. 
Atwell and the Misses Tallman came to 
the conclusion that they would not prosecute 
him provided be made an assignment of all 
his property to satisfy their claims as far as it 
woule go. To this condition Mr. Crowell 
gladly assented, and on Saturday week last he 
made an assignment of his property, consist- 
ing of a house in Fifty-third-street, hetween 
Eighth and Ninth avenues, im this City, and 
his real estate in Arlington, N. J., to Joseph 
Parker, Jr., of Arlington, and Edward Al- 
laire, of Red Bank, N. J. In his assignment 
he values this property, aside from his mining 
stocks, at $107,000. The appraisers appointed 
to value it estimate it at $48,000, and state that 
it is mortgaged to its full value. 

During the investigation of his accounts, fol- 
lowing Mr. Crowell’s confession of his defalca- 
tion, it was found that he had not only taken 
the money of the ladies whose estates he man- 
aged, to develop the Empire mine, but that he 
haa also used his credit to its utmost to bolster 
up this hole in the ground upon which he seems 
to have placed his entire hopes. He had not 
only risked his own good name, but he 
had used the credit of his friends to keep the 
scheme afloat. He had borrowed $40,000 from 
Caroline Tullman, giving her as security for 
the loan a mortgage on his property. He had 
also borrowed money from several banks and 
people on bis own notes, indorsed by his 
friends. From Cornelia Chittenden he 
secured $15,000 on his note, in- 
dorsed by responsible friends, who 
will be obliged to pay the money; 
from ee. ee Marion Sime, $6,200; 
from the Bank of tne Republic, $12,000; from 
the People’s Bank, $8,000, and from the North 
Adams Bank, of Massachusetts, $7,000. This 
money, amourting in all to $42,800, is amply 
secured by the indorsement of respectable 
gentlamen who had full faith in Mr. Crowell, 
and will prebably be paid in full. He had no 
trouble im securing loans to any reasonable 
amount in the banks, as his connection 
with the People’s Bank had given him 
a reputation which made it easy 
for him to negotiate for accommodations. He 
was trusted and respected on ail hands, and no 
man in Wall-street was looked upon with 
greater confidence than Gilbert L. Crowell. t 
Charles F. Hunter, President of the People’s | 
Bank, said of him last night, ‘‘I bave always | 
had entire confidence in hisintegrity. While 


acting as Cashier in my bank, the confidence 
in which he was held by his superiors was un- 
bounded. He was not extravagant, was 
methodical in his habits, and never speculated, 
sofarasI know. He left the bank perma- 
nently, much to the regret of the officers ana 
Directors.” The opinion of Mr. Hunter is a 
fair sample of the views of the bankers of this 
City in regard to the character of Mr. Crowell 
before the exposure of his defa)cation. He was 
looked upon by everybody as a model man, 
and the fact that he was the President of the 
Empire mine did much to induce people to in- 
vest in that venture. 
in addition to the property scheduled in his 
assignment, Mr. Crowell owns 40,000 shares of 
the stock of the Empire mine, 46,500 sheres of 
the Jet Consolidated, 10,000 shares of the San 
Antonio, 9,600 shares of the Silver Crown, and 
about 10,000 shares of other small mines, none 
of which are quoted in the market, and the 
value of which is probably little. His son is 
the Treasurer of the Empire mine, and 
is now in Park City, Utah. He has 
also two daughters, one of whom is married 
and the other lives with him at Arlington. 
He has not led an extravagant life, and it is 
ay meni that his statement that all this money 
as been — in the shaft of the Empire mine 
r.

H. Marion Sims said to a 
last uight that Mr, 
Crowell had been the confidential 
agent of his father, Dr. J. Marion 
Sims, for over 14 years, and had held thesame 
position since the partnership was formed be- 
tween himself and his father. He had col- 
lected all the bills of the firm, and had held a 
power of attorney during al! his time ef ser- 
vice, and the investments which he had 
suggested had fer tke most part proved 
successful. ‘*When told of the defalcation, 
a week ago last Sunday.” said Dr. Sims, 
‘‘T was thunderstruck, as were all of his 
friends. He was the last man in the world of 
whom I should have expected such a thing.” 
Dr. Sims said that he and his father had loaned 
Mr. Crowell $6,200, but he thought the loan 
was secured by a mortgage on the machinery 
of the Empire mine. Mr. Crewell had drawn 
money belonging to Dr. Sims from the bank 
under his power of attorney, but he had re- 
placed it befcre his defaleation was discovered, 
so that all he really owed to Dr. Sims and his 
father was the $6,200. The ladies whose prop- 
erty he had utterly ruined, the Doctor said, 
felt the fullest sympashy with Mr. Crowell, 
and did not want to see him arrested. They 
felt that no good could result from such action. 
None of Crowell’s friends had any idea that 
he owned so large an interest-in the Empire 
mine as it now appears that he does. but all of 
them, like Dr, Sims, thought that he was act- 
ing as President ona smal! s#lary. 

Of thé nearly $600,000 which Mr. Crowell 
has either stolen from Mrs. Atwell and the 
Misses Tallman or secured on the indorsement 
of his friends, it is said that all has been sunk 
in the Empire mine. According to the last 
statement of the Empire Company only $430,- 
000 had been expended in developing the mine 
up to last June, and it is asserted by mining 
men that very little has been done at the mine 
since then. It was said last night that Mr. 
Crowell had involved others besides those 
mentioned above in his operations, and that 
the sum total of the money of his friends which 
he has squandered in his mining speculations 
would greatly exesed $600,000. His own 
brothers are among the victims whom he has 
made, and he has reduced them to almost ab- 
solute poverty. 1t is thought that his fall will 
result in several failures, and the old ladies 
who intrusted him with the management of 
their estates are made almost penniless 
by his breach of trust. Miss Catherine Tall- 
man, who lives at No. 237 West Fifty-eighth- 
street, has been sick ever since the discovery 
of ber loss, and last evening was too ill to see 
THe TiMEs’s reporter. Mr. Crowell himself is 
illathis residence in Arlington. He was vis- 
ited by his elder brother, whom he has almost 
ruined, yesterday. it wassaid last night by 
friends of the Tallman sisters that there was 
still a prospect that Mr. Crowell would be 
prosecuted criminally.

MR. BOERNER’S STOLEN BONDS.

A S8UIT TO RECOVER THEIR VALUE FROM 
PHILADELPHIA BROKERS, 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 26.—Suit was begun 
to-day against E. W. Clark & Ce. and L. H. Taylor 
& Co,, prominent bankers and brokers of this city, 
and John H. Dinger, Jr., a broker, by Carl Boerner 
for the recovery of bonds which were stolen from 
him in January, 1881. On the day of the theft Mr. 
3oerner, an old man, went to Drexel & Co. and there 
invested all tne money he possessed, amounting to 
about $3,000, in the purchase of two bonds of 
$1,000 each, and nine others of $100 each, of the 
Pittsburg, Titusville and Buffalo Railway Com- 
pany, and placing the large envelope contaiuing bis 
securities in his overcoat pocket walked over to the 
south-west corner of Fourth and Commerce streets, 
and in ascending to the second floor of a building 
met two men on the stairway, whe jostled bim as 
he was passing over an obstruction that was in the 
way, and immediately he discovered that he had 
been robped. No traceof the bonds was found 
until just before last Christmas, when two coupons 
cut from one of the smaller bonds were received 
by E. W. Clark & Co., bankers, the pay- 
ment of which was to be made_ through 
the Adams Express Company, by whom they were 
delivered. Drexel & Co. reeognized the coupons 
and they were traced toa young woman, a school- 
teacher in New-York, who alleged that she had 
found them in the street. Mr. Boerner attempted 
to have her arrested, but the magistrate at the 
Jefferson Market Police Court refused te issue 
a warrant. A few days ago Mr. Boerner was 
notified by Drexel & Co., from whom the 
bonds had been boucht, that they had reappeared 
in the city, and was taken by one of the firm to 
the office of L. H. Taylor & Co., where he was in- 
formed that five of the bonds had been purchased 
by J. H. Linger, Jr., and at least one had passed 
into the bands of E. W. Clark & Co., 
which had been sold, but was returned 
by the purchaser. Leary .og that the 
bonds had been negotiated by Wing & Co., brokers, 
in New-York, Mr. Boerner went there, and the 
New-York firm took him to the office of T. F. 
Mead & Co., whosaid the bonds had come into 
their possession through responsible persons, whose 
names were not disclosed, aud assured Mr, 
Boerner if the bonds were returned through 
the Immediate brokers, each in turn indemnify- 
ing the other, they would assume the responsibility 
of these bonds being returned to him. Before 
finally consenting to this arrangement, Mr. Boerner 
sought the advice of his counsel, John A. Clark, 
who regarded such a measure as both inexpedient 
and without sufficient security, and instituted the 
proceedings ayainst the Phiiadeipbia brokers while 
the bonds were stil! in their possession.

BEEN MANAGED, DISAGREABLE COUNSEL- 

@®RS THROWN OUT, AND FORTUNES MADE. 
Orn City, Penn., Feb. 26.—When Mr. H. 
M. Flagler, Secretary of the Standard Oil 
Company, was testifying before a New-York 
committee a few weeks ago he was very careful 
not to go into details as to the workings of his 
company, nor could such information be ob- 
tained by any official scrutiny.

committee of an Ohio Legislature should lay 
the skeleton of his business bare before’ the 
public eye, Orders were given to one or twa 
trusted and responsible men. Two or three 
large packing cases were prepared and placed 
ina room at head-quarters. The beoks were 
laid out, or such of them as Mr. Rockefeller 
did not care to harbor in Ohio in case he 
thought any one was very anxious to see them, 
and their packing was left to the care of the 
man who was to accompany them East. The 
Standard agent at Columbus had orders to 
send on the instant the decision of the com- 
mittee to issue an order for the production of 
the books. On the receipt of such information 
the books were to be hurried inte the cases, 


carted to the depot, and sent to New-York 
City on the out-going of the first ex- 

ress train. Once there they would be 

yond the jurisdiction of the State of 
Ohio, and Mr. Kockefeller could snap his 
fingers in the face of the Onio Legislature. 
But the order did not come, whether becauss 
the committee were lobbied into quietness or 
bull-dozed out of an investigation that might 
investigate. THE TimEs’s correspondent’s in- 
formant—a Cleveland oil man who in past 
years has had intimate dealings with the 
Standard, but bas not now—did not feel able 
to hazard an opinion. 

‘* Inside of seven years,” said this gentle- 
man, “ the Standard spent $325,000 in Harris- 
burg. In five years it spent over $60,000 in 
Columbus. In the same length of time, but 
covering different years, it spent $35,000 in 
Albany. Here are nearly $500,000 gone— 
to whom? Who knows? Does Mr. 
Rockefeller himself? Does Mr. Flag- 
ler or Mr. O. H, Payne? I suppose they 
know in general results just what 
legislation, direct and indirect, was had for 
their benefit, and can form some idea as tc 
what further legis/ation and investigation that 
they did not desire was prevented. But ne 
one supposes for a momers; that any of these 
gentlemen could name the persors to whos¢ 
pockets the money might be traced. Their 
dealing has all been with agents. The Stand- 
ard plan has always been to select its agents 
and deal with them in general terms. ‘ Pro- 
duce,’ says Mr. Kockefeller, ‘certain desired 
results that I shall name to Ph , and a certain 
named sum of money shall be yours. I donot 
want to know anything about your 
expense account. I do not want to know 
the name of a man with whom you 
have deal. Don’t do anything that 
will involve you in trouble, or that will be in 
violation of law. If you do, the entire respon- 
sibility lies with you. This action that we fear 
is to the injury of our business, and we desire 
to prevent it. Now go and use your moral 
[sie] influence to prevent action, and when 
you have succeeded I will pay you the sum 
named for expenses and for your time.’ The 
agent understands what all this means and 
goes to work. His protit lies between the price 
Mr. Rockefeller has agreed to pay and the sum 
that it will cost him to bribe, banquet, coax, 
and entrap the members of the designated Leg- 
isiature into casting their votes and using theit 
influence in the direction that the Standard 
agent desires. Sometimes in one State capital 
three or four paid agents have been at work, 
without any one of them knowing that the 
others were holding a Standard commission. 

One Winter, when it was the desire of the 
Standard that a threatened or at leaste 
legislative investigation should not occur, or 
at least that in case it did the proper kind of a 
committee should be appointed, the company 
had in its direct ve a member of the 
House, a member of the Senate, an ex-mem- 
ber of the House, and three outsiders, one of 
the last named being a newspaper man. And 
of all this collection of agents only two, and 
they were the outsiders exclusive of the news- 
paper man, knew that they were not the only 
paid lobbyists on the ground. I may add that 
the committee was appointed, but it was com- 
posed of men of such moral and financial ca-, 
pacity as suited the Standard toadot. Of 
course the whole thing ended in a farce, at the 
expense of the State that this thrifty commit- 
tee represented. + Jae 

“Mr. Rockefeller is an autocrat withia his 
own sphere. He allows no interference with 
his plans, and although he reaches a gloved 
hand toward his associates and subordinates 
it does not need two grasps for them to learn 
that within is the grip of iron. Two or three 
slight differences of opinion as to matters that 
Mr. Rockefeller believed essential to his suc- 
cessful conduct of the Standard between that 
gentleman and Mr. Samuei Andrews, one of 
the original proprietors of the Standard,' 
led to that gentleman’s selling out and 
his quitting the business. Mr. Andrews 
believed that his interests demanded that 
he should know a little more of the 
details of the business, Mr. Rockefeller be- 
lieved that Mr. Andrews knew enough. Mr.: 
Andrews was opposed to any more expansion 
ot the company. Mr. Rockefeller had other 
views. SoMr. Andrews sold out, his stock pass- 
ing into the hands of the men who were then 
as now the real brain and bone of theStandard. 
When Mr. Andrews went out he was met by 
certain oil operators who believed that with 
him as a mentor a rival to the Standard could 
be built up. But Mr. Andrews could give 
little advantage to himself or to others by 
risking his now safe millions in a struggle the 
result of which could not but be doubtful at 
best, so the great opponent and rival to the 
Standard did not appear. 

**Commodore Vanderbilt was in full con- 
trol of the New-York Central when he first 
met John D. Rockefeller. By some means the 
latter gaimed a wonderful hold on the old 
man, an@ could get terms out of him that no 
other man would dare toask. Thestory goes 
that Vanderbilt once said that Rockefeller was 
the only man in the world who could dictate 
tohim. As that maybe, the Standard had its 
way with the New-York Central and the Lake 
Shore from the start. William H. Vanderbilt 
has a suspicion of the Standard, and watches 
with an eagle eye every deal that is proposed 
to him from that direction. But year in and 
out the Standard has had chances in the way 
of low freight and rebates that no other con- 
cern in the country could dare toexpect. Van- 
derbilt and the Standard President do not 
take each other into confidence to any great 
extent, and in their closest dealings are ever 
in a state of armed hostility. ‘Oi is 
all right when one goes into it steadily and 
makes it a business,’ said Mr. Vanderbilt to a 
gentleman one day, ‘but I don’t care to take 
much risk in that direction.’ Mr. Rockefeller 
was once sounded as to his relations with Van- 
derbilt. ‘Oh, yes,’ be replied coolly, ‘I be- 
lieve we do ship some oil over his lines!’ in 
fact, ceolness of expression is one of Mr. 
Rockefeller’s distinguishing characteristics. 
He had an employe whom he suspected of 
having given certain information that after= 
ward appeared in print. He said to his pri- 
vate secretary: ‘Suggest to Mr. Blank 
that he would do admirably as a 
newspaper man, and that we shall 
not need his services after the closé 
of this month.’ The Standard President was 
once at a watering-place suburb near Cleve- 
land, when an ex-member of the Ohio Legislu« 
ture came up and, introducing himself, said: 
‘[ did what I could in that little matter at 

Columbus, and am giad that the Standard 
cawetonoharm.’ ‘Iam glad toknow you, Sir, 
personally,’ said Mr. Rockefeller, * but I have 
no idea what you have reference tu in the mat- 
ter of legislation.’ and entering his carriage 
took up the reins and drove away.”’ 

“How much is Rockefeller worth ?” 

*-I don’t know. Some say five millions, 
and some say fifteen. No living man kavuws 
how much he does foot un but six or seven 





millions wiil cover it. You see, his t in- 
vestment is in the Standard, and a t may 
come any day to run him up a million or 
down two. He never talks of bis ions, 
and I should not be surprised if he had a 
snug fortune Jaid away where he would 
find himself rich in case all of the Standard 
roperty should be swept away from the 
face of the four States in which it is situated. 
You see, he is a Scotchman and comes of a 
thrifty stock. He was already rich before he 
ve any signs of it in his way of living. His 
Eouse on the corner of Case and Euclid av- 
enues is elegant inside, but not ate out- 
side. A com some years ago built a mag- 
nificent sent talkie on the hilis beyond Lake 
View Cemetery for the purpose Dhan a 
pilt-edged sanatarium. Tbe project failed, 
and the establishment fe!] into Rockefeller’s 
hands at asum less than the material of the 
house cost delivered on the ground. He lives 
up there in the Summer, overlooking the city, 
the lake, Wade Park, Lake View Cemetery. 
and the Northern Ohio Fair Grounds. He 
gives to the Church somewhat liberally, and is 
not counted parsimonious, although by no 
means free-handed.” 

* How much is Flagler worth ?” 

**J don’t know. Perhaps four or five mil- 
lions. He came in when Rockefeller, Clark, 
and Andrews had madea fair start in the re- 
fining of oil at Cleveland and had un to 
see what opportunities were ahead of them in 
case they had the capital needed. He brought 
that capital, and things went with a dash.” 

“Who stands next ?” 

“Oliver H. Payne; I believe he is Treasurer, 
but I am not certain of that. He is worth 
three or four millions now, and will get a mil- 
lion more when his father’s estate is divided— 
which won't be for some time, as Henry B. 
Payne isa very young old man. The execu- 
tive work, or a good share of it, falls into the 
hands of Oliver Payne. He is the only one of 
the Standard people who has taken a hand in 
politics, and there are few men in with Rocke- 
feller who would be allowed to goas farin that 
line as Payne has done. Every time the Stand- 
ard’s name is hitched to that‘of the Paynes and 

litics it makes Rockefeller uneasy. I don’t 
Believe Rockefeller would stand it very long. 
Col. Payne knows this, and this fact has had 
no little to do with keeping him out of politics 

rsonally.”’ 

‘*Who are some of the richest Standard 
stockholders ?’ 

“§, V. Harkness is one. John Huntington 
has a small share or so that keeps him in good 
shape without any need of work. He got in 
with them years ago when he was a boss in 
the Cleveland City Cpuncil, and aided the 
Standard in getting some very valuable legis- 
lation through touching the dredging of the 
river ana other improvements about their 
works. He used to be in with the Standard 
blans very deep, but of late Br mars has done lit- 
tle more than draw his dividends and go to 
Columbus when some unusually delicate piece 
of work was to be done.” 

**A great deal of the public dislike of the 
Standard and distrust of its purposes in West- 
ern Pennsyivania—which at one time was at 
such a pitch that Jonn D. Rockefeller would 
have been mobbed had he been found in the 
oil. territory—was created and fostered by the 
newspapers of thisregion. Rockefeller called in 
a trustea and discreet agent, and told him what 
be wanted. The man came down into the oil 
region, making his first stop at Oil City. He 
represented himself as a capitalist, and 
through the proper channels opened negotia- 
tions for the purchase of the leading paper, 

haps the Derrick and perhaps some other, 
Peoula not find out which. It was not pay- 
ing very well, and the sale was consummated, 
Gradual changes were made in the staff and 
in the tone, and finally the paper was willing 
to admit that perhaps all the villainies of the 
world were not commercially grouped under 
the head ‘Standard Oil.’ The same rr 
was carried out at Franklin, Titusville, Brad- 
ford, Meadville, and Erie. Sometimes it was 
successful, and sometimes it was not. The 
venture did not cost less than $60,000, but Mr. 
Rockefeller always felt that tho money was 
well expended.”’ 

Here the Cleveland gentleman was asked as 
to the relations between the Standard and the 
Cleveland newspapers. ‘‘Some years ago,” 
said he, ‘‘the Standard men held some stock 
in the Herald, but how muchor in what shape 
Ido not know. Col. Dick Parsons got them 
into it, and whether they are stillin or not I 
cannot tell. But you can rest assured that no 
criticism of the great oil devil-fish will ever see 
its way into the columns of the Herald under 
its present management. The men who own 
it now are among the leading rich men of 
Cleveland, and they and the Standard people 
are all tied up in a sort of scratch-each- 
other’s-back arrangement. The Leader, a 
few years ago, when alot of small opposition 
refineries grew up along the Cleveland and 
Pittsburg Raiiroad track, did come out with 
a few anti-Standard attacks, but for some 
reason they died out, and nothing more was 
heard. The Penny Press has attacked the 
company a number of times in its espousal of 
the cause of the laboring classes. The rela- 
tions between the Plain Dealer and the 
Paynes are such that, of course, no war 
would he expected from that direction. In 
fact, as a Cleveland man, I don’t see any rea- 
son to war on the company to any great ex- 
tent. Of course, it is a great and growing 
monopoly, its influence is as bad as its exam- 
pie, and its methods are demoralizing and cor- 
rupting. But it pays heavy taxes in Cleve- 
land, with never a word of protest. It has 
tovered one ward with business and keeps 
thousands of men at work. It has drawn pop- 
ulation here, and pays out thousands of cash 
with every day tbat passes.’’ 

A gentleman from Western Pennsylvania, 
who bas followed the course of events closely 
ever since oil was first discovered, gives an 
opinion on the future of the Standard as fol- 
lows: *‘ I had beard something of this Standard 
Trust arrangement before Mr. Flegler intro- 
duced it formally to the public some weeks ago 
to the Committee on Corners sitting in New- 
York. The Standard managers felt that some- 
thing had to be done, as there was danger of 
their becoming involved in legal difficulties by 
doing a dozen lines of business under the char- 
ter that gave them the right to do only one— 
refine oil You see they owned pipe lines 
and carried oil through them for other 
oe. and thus became common carriers. 

hey owned railroad cars and carried oil in 

them forother persons. They owned the Na- 
tional Transit Company, the Lane Manufac- 
turing Company, and a dozen other concerns 
which were cumbersome, to say the least, in 
handling asa partof the Standard Oil Com- 
pany as firstchartered. So the Standard Trust 
was created, with sufficiently 
ers to pave a road to the moon if the 
money could be raised, and with a 
capital stock of some $60,000,000. 1 am 
of the opinion that a shift of the present rela- 
tion of affairs will not bea matter of the dis- 
yant future. The present managers of the 
Standard bave hed a steady fight and a great 
weight of responsibility to carry for the past 
0 years, and have been successful beyond the 
wildest dreams of any of them. I do not 
tnow as they intend to retire, but changes are 
fable to come at any time. And I believe 
that Mr. Rockefeller is getting affairs in such 
thape that be would get out well in case the 
Pennsylvania fields should give out, and no 
more Oil Le produced to speak of,” 

** What do you mean ?” 

“Simply that you will see Standard Trust 
Aock on the street and among the quotations 
before 18 months go by. It can be put there 
at a greatiy inflated figure—as the sixty- 
million issue of stock no doubt is—and then a 
jarge quantity be worked off on the public.”

THREE PERSONS BURNED TO DEATH. 
Tie house owned by James Morris, on Jer- 
sey-street, New-Brighton, and occupied by Denis 
Hennessy as a grocery store, butcher's shop, and 
iwelling, was discovered to be on fire at § o'clock 
Sunday night. Mrs. Hennessy and her two cbil- 


jren. Francis, aged 4 years, and George. aged 11 
months, were burned to death. The body of the 
mother was found lying near the head of the stair- 
way, with her two children under her arms, and it 
is supposed she was trying to escape by that means 
of exit. Hennessy and his two eldest boys were at- 
tending service in St. Peter’s Church at the time, 
and could hear the fire beils ringing. After service 
ne first learned the seat of the fire, and it was only 
as he approached his home that he beard of the 
tad fate of his wife and the two children. The 
room where the bodies were found was only rine 
‘eet from the sidewalk. It was not known that 
iny one was in the burning building until the ar- 
ival of one of the sons from church. He was cry- 
‘og, and he informed Chief-Engineer Crowley that 
ne thought his mother was up stairs. The Chief 
mmediately ordered two men to ascend to the 
apper part of the building, when the boy's state- 
ment was verified. 

Mr. Hennessy’s steck and fixtures were insured 
‘or $1,000 in the London and Lancashire Company. 
Police Captain Biake said the building was an old 
tinder-box and was not worth over $500. The fire 
troke out iu the rear of the lower part ef the 
building, but its origin is not known.

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ASSEMBLYMEN TALKING ABOUT 
BIENNIAL SESSIONS. 
THE PROPOSITION TO SUBMIT THE QUESTION 
TO THE PEOPLE BEATEN BY THE VOTE 
OF ERASTUS BROOKS. 

ALBANY, Feb, 26.—The proposition to sub- 
mit to the people of the State whether or not ses- 
sions of the Legislature shall be held once in two 
years iastead of annually, as at present, provoked 
considerablo discussion in the Assembly this even- 
ing. The speeches for and against it covered the 
history of the United States from 1787 down to the 
present time, and finally took a decided partisan 
turn. The proposition, which was introduced 
in the interest of economy and better laws, 
was offered by Mr. Benedict, Democrat, of Ulster, 
who notified his Demoeratic associates that it 
had already passed one Legislature in recent years, 
and had been approved by the Democratic Gov- 
ernor, Robinson. Had it passed the Legislature of 
1880, it would then have been submitted to the 
people, who were the ones to decide the question. 
The Assombly of that Legislature supported the 
proposed amendment, but the Senate Judiciary 


Committee, by a vote of 4to 3, killed it. The As- 
sembly of last year approved it, but again the Sen- 
ate refused to indorse jt. Mr. Benedict re- 
minded the House that this was a Demvo- 
cratic proposition, pure and simple. Mr. 
Keyes, another Democrat, declared that 
there was no demand for biennial sessions in 
Westohester, and he did not believe it was 
proper to appeal to the mercenary sentiment of 
tke people by+he assertion that greater economy 
would be secured. Major Haggerty, also a Demo- 
crat, took the ground that this was a Hamiltonian 
theory of government—one which was favored 
exclusively by the rich, the aristecracy, the cul- 
tured, and the corporations, He favored frequent 
eonsultations with the people, such as are sug 
gested by the annual election of Legislatures. Mr. 
Howe (Republican) suggested that the people 
might like to express their views upon the neces- 
sity of these annual consultations. and he favored 
sending to them the proposed amendments. Mr. 
Roosevelt (Republican) ridiculed the class of legis- 
lation that was framed by annual Legislatures, 90 
per cent. of which, he thought, could be dispensed 
with and the State _ be a gainer. 

Mr. Van Allen, Republican, spoke against the 
amendment, and applied to Mr. Benediet. who 
edits the Ellenville Journal, the quotation of Mr. 
Greeley, that “country editors wére beings whom 
God permitted to pester the earth.” Mr. De Witt. 
Democrat, declared that this was an anti-Demo- 
cratic proposition. All the snobs in the country 
were Hamiltonians, who aped British royaity and 
eulogized the British Government.: Of course, they 
were, he said, all in favor of bienaial sessions. Mr. 
Roosevelt wanted to know whom the British peo- 
ple aided and encouraged during the rebellion— 
the Hamiltonians of this country or the fire-eating 
worshipers of Jefferson. Mr. De Witt insisted on 
probing for information about the principle in- 
volved in the acts of Republicans at the iast elec- 
tion, and his store was greatly enlarged when Mr. 
Roosevelt informed him that Republicans, recog- 
nizing that any club was good enough te beat a 
dog with, ad used the Democratic Party 
as a elub in November last. There was 
laughter all over’ the house at the 
prompt reply. Major Bartlett, Democrat, of 
Broome, declared that the Democratic soldiers 
were the ones who extinguished the rebellion. Mr. 
O'Neil, Republican, of Franklin, said he had the 
greatest respect for Democratic soldiers, but what, 
he asked, were the representatives of the Demo- 
cratic Party doing when they met in Chicago in 
1864 and declared the wara failure? 

There were no Democrats ready toreply, and 
amid laughter Mr. Benedict moved to progress the 
amendment. A subsequent motion to order it toa 
third reading was defeated by Mr. Erastus Brooks, 
Democrat. The vote vponit wasa tie—42to 42— 
and Mr. Brooks had refused to vote, Mr. Bene- 
dict insisted on having some expression of opinion 
from the Richmond member, and the latter en- 
deavored to dodge by declaring that the result had 
already been announced. The Speaker quickly 
satisfied him that this was not thecase. Driven to 
the wall, this model economist angrily recorded 
himself in the negative, to the astonishment of the 
entire House. The amendment still has vitality in 
it, and Mr, Benedict will move to consider it egain 
in some future Committee of the Whole. With the 
exception of seven votes, all the votes against the 
amendment were those of “ reform’’ Demoerats.

Among the bills introduced in the Assembly to- 
night was one by Mr. Roche, setting apart Pier No. 
37 East River, New-York, for the use of vessels en- 
gaged in carrying coal, iron, and lumber. Mr. 
McManus offered a bill allowing owners of unim- 
proved property in New-York City who are in ar- 
rears of taxes thereon to Jan. 1, 1883, to settle 
without payment of interest on such arrearages. 
An act introduced by J. F. Higgins allows ware- 
house storage companies to sell property 
remining in their care upon which storace 
charges have not been paid for a year. 
Mr. Henry put in a bill authorizing the 
Mayor of Brooklyn to appoint three persons, 
to serve without compensation, who shall act asa 
Civil Service Commission for Brooklyn until 
Jan. 1, 1884. Thereafter the Commissioners shall 
be appointed for two years. The Commissioners 
are allowed $2,000 for expenses. A bill by Mr. 
Ernst-creates a: State printing-oflice. It provides 
for the appointment of a State printer by the Gov- 
ernor, with the consent of the Senate, who snaall 
serve fer two years. Such State printer can, how- 
ever, be remoyed by a two-thirds vote of the 
Legislature. The object of the hillis to have ail 
the printing, binding, &c., of the State done by the 
State.

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THE PROBLEM OF TUBERCULOSIS. 


WORK OF THELEGISLATORS 


PHYSICIANS DISCUSSING THE EXPERIMENTS 
OF THE FOREIGN INVESTIGATORS. 

At the meeting of the County Medical So- 
olety last night Dr. Charies Heitzman read a paper 
on“ The Nature of Tuberculosis; Its Transmis- 
sibility and its Parasitic Origin."’ He deseribed the 

appearance and anatomical structure of tubereu- 
| losis, and then wenton to epeak of the diverse 
views that have prevailed, and still prevail, as re- 
gards the infectious nature of the disease. Experi- 
ments, he said, had only served to confuse the pro- 
fessional mind on this subject, as after a Frenchman 


had published to the world his discoveries that 
animals inoculated with tubereulous matter were 
soon attacked with tuberculosis’ German experi- 
menters found that rabbits and guinea pigs de- 
veloped tuberculosis after having merely bits of 
wood, glass, aniline dye, and other substances in- 
jected under the skin. More than that, it was 
shown that simple injuries sometimes produced 
tuberculosis in these animals. But Dr. Heitzman 
remarked that the force of these experiments was 
somewhat weakened by the fact that these animals, 
atter long confinement, especially in laboratories, 
seemed to be particularly predisposed to tubercu- 
losis. In coneluding, he referred to the discovery 
by Dr. Koch, of Germany, of bacilli in tuberculous 
matter, and said that this seemed to throw new 
light on the subject. Nevertheless, Dr. Heitz- 
man was disposed to doubt the theory that the 
disease isinfectious. It was aproblem yet to be 
solved, he said, whether bacilli are the cause or 
merely a product of tuberculosis. Healso madea 
highly complimentary reference to the lecture on 
the subject of Dr. Koch's discovery delivered in 
Association Hall in this City last Saturday night by 
Dr. W. T. Belfield, of Chicago. Dr. Belfield's lec- 
ture, he said, had taken the wind outof the sails 
of what he intended te say on this branch of his 
subject. 

Dr. Belfield, who was present and was invited 
by the President of the society, Dr. David Web- 
ster, to open the discussion on Dr. Heitzman's pa- 
per, was not disposed to coincide with the latter 
as to the confusing nature of the experiments on 
the subject. He reminded Dr: Heitzman that the 
very German physicians whom he had cited as 
having proved by their experiments that 
the rabbit and the guinea pig inoculated 
with almost any extraneous substance 
would develope tuberculesis had afterward found 
that this was almost exclusively true of individual 


animals that had been long in confinement, and | 


Whose physical condition was more or less {m- 
paired thereby. And he pointed out, also, 
that those experiments which resulted i» 
the developement of tuberculosis from in- 
oculation with merely extraneous mat- 
ter had been econducted  exciusively in 
laboratorios where tuberculous matter had been 
in almost constant use for long periods of time in 
the prosecution of ether experiments. There was 
no telling, he said, but that the wagod, glass, ana- 
line, or other matter used had in some way or 
other become contaminated with the tuberculous 
matter. For when these same physicians re- 
peated these experiments} with merely ex- 
traneous matter at their own residences, on 
rabbits or guinea-pigs recently captured, tuber- 
culosis failed to to develop itself. And it was due 
to these later experiments that one of the physi- 
cians referred to finally adopted the theory of the 
infectious nature of tuberculosis. Dr. Koch, on 
the contrary, had shown that animals, such as 
the dog, cat, and rat, not naturally predis- 
posed to tuberculosis, had invariably devel- 
oped tuberculosis when inoculated with 
tuberculous matter. The experiments of the Ger- 
man phsicians with merely extraneous matter on 
healthy individuals of those e¢lasses of animals 
particularly predisposed to tuberculosis really 
tended in a most striking manner to con- 
firm the conelusions of Dr. Koch. They 
also suggested another consideration, that 
different individuals of the same _ epeeies 
were mere disposed than others. by reason of 
physical condition, to the same disease. But, he 
continued, tuberculosis occurs spontaneously in 
some instances. So also do diseases that ere well 
known to be infectious—pyemia, for example. 
Many physicians and medical students are known 
to have contracted the disease through abrasions 
on the hands or fingers by contact with pyemic pa- 
tients, while other persons have developed pyzmia 
from simple injuries without any contact whatso- 
ever with pysmic poison. But in every case the 
specific py@mic poison was present. He held that 
tuberculosis presented a parailel case. Whether 
bacilli were the cause ora product of tubereulosis 
would not be accepted as settled by the medical 
world until future experiments have disproved or 
confirmed Dr. Koch’s views. Dr. Jacoby, who 
also took part in the discussion, voncurred with 
Dr. Belfiela that tuberculosis was infectious.

NEW-JERSEY RAILWAY TAXATION. 
SENATOR PAXTON PROPOSES TO HAVE TWO 
ROADS TAKEN BY THE STATE. 
TRENTON, Feb, 26.—Senator Paxton took a 
bie step forward this evening in the matter of rail- 
road taxation. The Jersey City Board of Finance, 
on motion of Commissioner 8. H. Smith, directed 
the city law officers to prepure an act, or a series of 
acts, looking to the eventual taxation of the rail- 
roads. The matter was placed in the hands of 
Corporation Attorney McDermott, who made a 
careful examination of the relations the railroads 
bear to the tax-enforcing authorities. His in- 
vestigations were directed specially to the 
Pennsylvania and the Delaware, Lackawan- 
| na and Western Roads, which have made 
themselves especially obnoxious to the 
tax-paying eommunity. The charters of the old 
New-Jersey Railroad and Transportation Com- 
pany, which has since been absorbed into the Penn- 
sylvania Road, and of the Morris and Essex Rail- 
road, which has since been absorbed by the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Road, were given 


in 1834 and 1885, when the raflroad was a compara- 
tively untried experiment. The sense of the people 


was rather against giving them the public domain, | 


and asa matter ef precaution a clause was in- 
serted in the charter of each road providing for 
the ultimate purchase by the State of 
the property of the two companies. 
New-Jersey Railroad charter the State was author- 


ized to condemn the road at the end of 20 years. | 


In 1864, when the limitation expired, the time was 
extended for 25 years, so that the way is clear for 
the condemnation in 1889. By the Morris and Es- 
sex charter the State was authorized to condemn 
its property and purchase it at the end of 50 years, 
and as there has been no extension the limitation 
to that road will expire in 1886. 

Senator Paxton proposed constitutional amend- 
ments to direct these condemnations to be made 
in the case of the Morris and Essex at once, and 
in the case of the Pennsylvania not later than 1890.

The attempt to carry the new rule with 
reference to the Tariff bill through the 
House failed yesterday. -When a vote was 
reached in the evening session it was found 
that only 140 members responded to their 
names, of whom 120 voted forjthe rule and 
20 against it. Among the latter were eight 
Republicans. Six of these’were’ from Penn- 
sylvania, as were two of the Democrats 
who voted against the rule. It will 
be seen that, even with a quorum present, 
the rule could not have been:carried, and 
that the opposition to it came from those 
who are supposed to be most tender of the 
iron and steel interests. These gentle- 
men are not content with giving the 
bill over to a packed committee of con- 
ference. They prefer to keep the 
tariff as it is as long as they can. The ad- 
journment last evening left the whole ques- 
tion in more hopeless uncertainty than be- 
fore. Meanwhile it may be noted that the 
clerical errors in the Senate bill, which the 
Committee on Rules declared made a con- 
ference necessary, have been corrected. The 
false pretenses of the committee being thus 
destroyed, their real purpose is made the 
slearer. 


The indictment by the Grand Jury for the 
District of Columbia of a large number of 
fletectives, ex-detectives, professional thieves, 
and receivers of stolen goods reveals an ex- 
traordinary condition of things in the na- 
’ tional capital. Here are plunderers of va- 
rious grades of audacity—varying from a 
*‘ petty larcener’’ to a bold bond robber— 
thief-takers, lawyers, and jury-fixers, all 
combined in a systematic plan of robbery. It 
bas repeatedly been complained that there 
can be no honest administration of justice in 
Washington, and no prudent and economi- 
cal local government. The fact that the 
Bar is infested with crafty and designing 
mep, and that the fixing of juries is a com- 
mon crime, it is alleged, is not only well 
known, but is notoriously a cause for dis- 
couragement and defeat of honest Judges 
on the bench. Of course, the appearance 
of one of the counsel for Brapy and Dor- 
sEY among the thieves, charged with receiv- 
ing a stolen watch and chain, is entirely 
what might have been expected; but when 
we find detectives engaged in the crimes 
which they were trained and hired to detect, 
we may well lament the laxity of the morals 
ef the District of Columbia.

Prof. SUMNER gives, in another column, 
a compact presentation of some conclusions 
as to the cost of our protective system, which 
he has reached after a study of the 
compendium of the United States cen- 
sus. He finds that by the agency 
of 2,700,000 hands and of appliances 
represented by a capital of $2,790,000,000 
the manufacturing industries of the country 
succeeded in adding to the value of the 
products operated on $1,100,000,000. But he 
also finds that the Customs duties on foreign 
manufactures collected in the census year 

averaged 434 per cent.,so thatin the world’s 

market the $5,300,000,000 of native manufac- 
tures produced in that year were worth but 
$3,700,000,000. An artificial value amount- 
ing to $1,600,000,000 was thus created 
through the operation of the protective tariff, 
which was, of course, paid by the consumers 
of. manufactured articles. From this the 
conclusion seems to be inevitable that it 


would have been cheaper to hire all. 


the workers in manufactures to stand 
idle and to pay 10 per cent. on the capital 
invested, leaving the structures and ma- 
chinery it represents to go to ruin, than to 
pay the cost of protective duties. Prof. 
ScmMNER shows that under the former 
alternative the country would be a 
gainer to the amount of $373,000,000 a 
year. We recommend these figures to the 
consideration of al] who want to get a clear 
grasp of the relative merits of a policy of 
commercial freedom and one of commercial 
bondage. We shall be glad to find space 
for any presentation, equally’ compact, of 
the protectionists’ view of the subject, if, 
indeed, that be capable of such formulation. 


The dangerous form of Socialism is con- 
fined to no one country in Europe and 
limited to no one set of conditions. It crops 
out threateningly among the lazy Spaniards, 
whose country has abundant room and 
fertility for its population, and among the 
industrious people of densely settled Bel- 
gium, while in France, Germany, and Russia 
it has become chronic. The discontent and 
desperation which find expression in feder- 
ated Socialism spring not altogether from 
the miseries inseparable from the life of an 
overcrowded population upon a wornout 
soil, nor yet from hatred of tyranny and 
centralized power. These are potent among 
the provoking causes which call into 
existence such wide-spread societies as 
that just discovered in Andalusia, and 
lead to dynamite plots lke that 
reported from Brussels. But there is a further 
stimulus to these angry uprisings from the 
human depths in the conservation in every 
European State of artificial social distinc- 
tions which have too long survived the cruel, 
unnatural, and temporary conditions in 
which they originated. The world has 
outgrown this trumpery of nobility, 
and the signs of its slow or sud- 
den disappearance are in the air. 
Our doctrine that one man is as good as 
another, save in respect to purely natural 
endowments, excites a smile of contempt 
among our European friends. But we have 
the satisfaction of knowing that it does not 
divide our free society into haughty, pre- 
tentious, and absurd aristocrats; a cringing, 
toadying middle class, who avenge their 
slights from above upon those below them, 
and an unknown, uncared-for mass of 
struggling wretches at the bottom. 

The arguments presented by Jay Gouzin’s 
lawyers against the signing of the Five Cent 
Fare bill are in marked contrast with those 
used by Mr. Govup himself in his protest 
against the strictures of Mayor Grace 
on the efforts of the elevated railroads 
to escape their just share of taxation. 
Then the plea was that when the 
City Assessors valued the structure of the 
elevated roads at $14,014,860 they were 
lending themselves to extortion; that when 
they insisted on taxing the stock of the two 
original corporations on a valuation of 
$4,507,342 they were adding oppression to 
injustice, and that when they piled up the 
burden by placing the taxable value of 
Manhattan stock at $6,792,500 they 
became the agents of ‘‘ virtual confiscation.”’ 
When it is a question of taxing Manhattan, 
Mr. Govuxp takes occasion to describe it as 
a@ corporation which ‘‘is not in its own 
right possessed of any property other than 
what it holds on lease.” When it is 
a question of compelling this monopoly 
to serve the public at reasonable rates, it 
becomes the depository of $26,000,000 in- 
vested on the faith of the protection of the 
laws of the State of New-York, besides be- 
ing the custodian of interests represented 
by some $20,000,000 of bonds on 
which interest must be paid out of 
profits which the Five Cent Fare bill threat- 
ens to reduce. Either the property of the 
elevated railroads was greatly undervalued 
for purposes of taxation or its value has 
been grossly overstated as a basis for the 
earning of income. 


THE LATEST DEVICE. 

The managers of the Republican majority 
in the House of Representatives—it would 
be gross flattery to call them leaders—have 
concluded to carry into the treatment of the 
tariff the tactics of the political convention 
and the caucus in their worst and most of- 
fensive form. It is the aim of the adept in 
caucus-running to gain control of the ma- 
chinery, with as little regard as may be of 
the real purposes, sentiments, or obligations 
of the members, the theory being that 
with the machinery in his hands he can 
present to the voters the option between 
the acceptance of his decrees or the 
success of the rival party. His objective 
points are the committees and the Chairman- 
ship. Given these, the nominations and res- 
olutions are ground out to order, the mem- 
bers of the convention giving usually only 
the formal sanction of their votes to a re- 
sult which they have had only the feeblest 
partin shaping. The action of the man- 
agers in the House is of precisely this nar- 
row, arbitrary, and insulting character. The 
Senate having passed a tariff bill, it is im- 
possible at this late day to reach it by the 
ordinary methods of procedure. In its due 
order it would not come up before adjourn- 
ment. To suspend the rules and place it 
upon its passage would require a two-thirds 
vote, which is unattainable. It can only be 
reached by a majority vote through the 
adoption of a new rule permitting it, either 
specifically or as one of a described class, to 
be brought up. 

The Committee on Rules thus had it in 
their power to permit the majority to act on 
the Tariff bill or to refuse todo so. That com- 
mittee consists of Messrs, Kerrer, (the Speak- 
er,) Roseson, Reep, RanpALL, and BLack- 
BURN. Of these five men, the first four are 
extreme advocates of protection of manu- 
facturing capital. They found that the Sen- 
ate bill was not in the interest of the Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio iron, steel, and wool 
industries. They made up their minds 
that it should not pass unless a 
committee of conference, of which the 
representatives of these classes of capitalists 
should have control, could first change the 
bill to suit them. So they refused to report 
arule permitting the majority to act on the 
Tariff bill until they had a written pledge 
from most of the majority that, if such per- 

mission were granted, they would vote to 


non-concur in the Senate amendments, and 


send the bill to a conference committee. 
Having this pledge, they did not dare to

trust to it. They reported a new rule which 
would allow the bill to be taken up only 
in order that it should be non-concurred 
in. That rule was reported in the 
House on Saturday and brought up for con- 
sideration yesterday. Mr. BLacknurn, of 
Kentucky, promptly raised a point of order 
against it, which he defended in a temperate 
but very forcible and even eloquent speech. 
He was overruled by the Speaker, who held 
practically that the permission given by the 
House to the Committee on Rules early in 
the session to report at any time gave that 
committee the right to suspend the rules at 
any moment to any extent, absoiutely or 
conditionally, and for any purpose. 

We shall not dispute the Speaker’s ruling 
on this particular point. It would be easy 
to show that it is dangerous and that it did 
not fairly cover the ground of Mr. Biaox- 
BURN’s point of order. The House sus- 
tained the Chair on an appeal to it, and for 
the time being the ruling of the Speaker 
became the law of procedure in the 
House. But the Republican Party and the 
whole country has an interest in this matter 
quite beyond the technical regularity or con- 
sistency of Mr. Kerrrer’s decisions, or the 
parliamentary correctness of the committee’s 
action. That interest is this: That legisla- 
tion in regard to taxes which reach every 
citizen in the land shall not be taken out of 
the hands of the popular branch of Congress 
and lodged in those of a conference commit- 
tee who are notoriously determined to sacri- 
fice the welfare of the whole country to the 
profit of a clique of capitalists. Such action 
is the gravest and most disgraceful betrayal 
of the duty of Representatives. It is an open 
prostitution of power temporarily in the 
hands of committeemen to purposes of an 
absolutely inadmussible character. If it could 
be known that such action had been obtained 
by direct bribery it would be a more scan- 
dalous, but it would not be a more mis- 
chievous or unjustifiable, proceeding. 


It is only necessary to examine the terms 
of the preposterous and unprecedented rule 
proposed by the committee to see that it 
cannot be dictated by any general consid- 
erations. The rule pretends to be one giv- 
ing the majority exceptional control of a 
measure of unusualimportance. If it did 
so it would be fully sustained by the exi- 
gencies of the situation. But it does not do 
so. By its own terms it shuts up the ma- 
jority to a single, predetermined use of the 
power proposed, so that, after the power 
has been assumed, the majority has no dis- 
cretion whatever. It never was intended 
that the Committee on Rules should thus 
dictate to the House. There is nothing in 
their general function and certainly noth- 
ing in the personal character of 
the members to make the assumption 
of such power proper or excusable. 
They have simply, by the peculiar course of 
events, found themselves with their hands 
on the machinery by which alone the House 
can move in tariff legislation, and they re- 
fuse to allow it to stir except in one direc- 
tion. It is no answer to say that their rule 
can become operative only through the con- 
sent of the majority. The majority cease to 
have free agency. It is this or nothing. 
They are cajoled on the one hand and men- 
aced on the other. All sorts of personal and 
political motives are appealed to. Responsi- 
bility is destroyed. The Committee on 
Rules, clothed with a little brief authority, 
are in a position to dictate terms, and they 
do so for the advantage of powerful special 
interests and to the disadvantage of the 
whole country and the disgrace of the House. 


SENTIMENT WITHOUT SENSE. 


Senator Van Wycx’s position in respect 
to European interference in the relations of 
Chili and Peru is a very easy one to take on 
the ready promptings of sentiment, but less 
easy to defend by the cool deductions of 
reason. The yeports upon which he bases 
his resolution calling for information are 
probably well based. The ungrateful 
task of mediation is no _ longer 
left to the United States alone. 
On the 22d of January a conference was 
held in Lima between the Plenipotentiaries 
of Great Britain, France, and Italy, and our 
own Minister, at which an agreement was 
reached that the four Governments there 
represented should be appealed to to take 
some decisive steps for the protection of 
the interests of their citizens resident 
in Peru. It is reported from Lima 
that the four Ministers present at 
the conference decided to urge their respec- 
tive Governments to “‘ firmly insist that Chili 
sign a peace on the basis of the cession of 
Tarapaca by Peru,”’ other questions being 
deferred for subsequent arbitration. Of the 
truth of this we know nothing, but it is evi- 
dent that the representatives of the three 
European powers mentioned have joined in 
the effort to put an end to the present un- 
settled and dangerous state of thingsin Peru. 

Senator VAN Wyck, like Mr. Buaryg, is 
opposed to every kind of European inter- 
ference in the affairs of South American re- 
publics, recognizing in the distribution of 
land and water and the establishment of 
civil Governments on the globe a far-reach- 
ing design that the North American republic 
shall for all time stand as a protecting 
big brother of the Spanish republics of South 
America, having the exclusive right of arbi- 
tration and mediation in all their quarrels. 
This theory is commonly supported by two 
arguments, one based on the Monroe doc- 
trine and the other on the necessity of pro- 
tecting our trade interests in South 
America from the rapacious Europeans. 
When Mr. Buarne brought out the 
Monroe hobby-horse a year and a 
half ago, and made the animal prance so 
nimbly, notwithstanding his age and long 
seclusion in the stable, and snort defiance at 
the potentates of Europe, the people of the 
United States were led to soberly examine the 
doctrine of the isolation of the South Amer- 
ican States from all European influences, 
and a great many of them reached the conclu- 
sion that it is absurd. There is some reason 
for our desire to keep Mexico and the 
isthmus free from European entanglements, 
but the theory that the whole of South 
America must be put in the same category 
with these neighboring States rests rather 
upon notions drawn from the school geog- 
raphy than upon arational conception of the 
political and commercial relations of the 
powers of the world. 

The ‘assumption of the exclusive privilege 
of regulating the affairs of tue South Ameri- 
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of defending them against European aggres- 
sion, as well as that of maintaining by force 
of arms, if need be, our claim to be 
sole guardian of their interests. To do 
all this we must have an army and 
a navy, and we have neither at present. If 
the Government creates an army and a 
navy for this special use, it must tax its 
citizens for the benefit of foreign countries, 
a kind of philanthropy in which it cannot 
hope to engage with the consent of the peo- 
ple, from whom it derives its powers and its 
money. Senator Van Wyck would do well 
to reflect on the awkward predicament in 
which we might place ourselves by solemnly 
declaring that no European power should 
have a word to say in the affairs of the 
west coast republics, for those powers 
would be very apt to do the very thing we 
bade them not to, if their interests so dic- 
tated. 

The second ground of the isolating theory, 
that of American trade with the Spanish 
republics, will not bear an instant’s examina- 
tion. In the first place, it is the baldest 
nonsense to talk about protecting our trade 
interests in any foreign quarter so long as 
we adopt at home the permanent policy of 
fighting off foreign trade of all kinds as an 
evil and injurious thing. But if we prac- 
ticed free trade, like England, the for- 
eign commerce of Peru and Chili would 
belong to us by no title notshared in a 
greater degree by England. For most prac- 
tical ends of commerce Santiago and Callao 
are nearer Liverpool than New-York, and 
when we consider the shipping facilities 
which England can place at the disposal 
of Peruvian and Chilian merchants our 
own claims upon them dwindle into insig- 
nificance. Great Britain stands at the head of 
all nations in respect to the amount of her 
commerce with Chili in 1881. Of Chili’s 
imports in that year, which amounted to 
$61,904,232, Great Britain contributed $17,- 
589,267 and the United States $1,748,881. 
Germany sent her $7,385,870 and France 
$5,588,916 worth of goods. Of her 
nitrates Great Britain took $19,212,669 
worth, while our own importations amount- 
ed to only $2,765,063. The British 
merchant marine was represented in, her 
ports by 873 sailing vessels of 555,241 
tons, and 899 steamers of 1,348,565 tons; 
while the United States flag floated over 184 
sailing vessels of 115,481 tons and 14 steam- 
ers of 23,550 tons engaged in trade with 
her. In the face of facts and fig- 
ures like thesq it is mere bombast 
to talk about’ adopting a vigorous 
national policy to protect our commercial 
interests in South America. It would be 
just as reasonable to adopt a vigorous policy 
with Japan, China, or Turkey to compel 
their merchants to trade with us rather than 
with the merchants of Liverpool and 
London. The currents of trade are 
not governed by act of Congress or the 
policy of the State Department. In addi- 
tion to these weaknesses in the Blaine and 
Van Wyck theory, there is a practical argu- 
ment in favor of European interference 
which may be briefly alluded to. We have 
tried for three years by Ministers Plenipo- 
tentiary and Envoys Extraordinary to make 
these two republics cease their brawling, but 
in vain. It issaid at Lima that if Great 


Britain, France, and Italy should join with, 


us in insisting on the conclusion of a treaty, 
peace would be established in three months. 
The dictates of humanity and any regard 
we may chance to have for sore and suffer- 
ing Peru should incline us to invite this effi- 
cient co-operation. 


BIENNIAL SESSIONS. 
Unexpected opposition was developed last 


evening in the Assembly to the joint resolu-, 


tion proposing an amendment of the State 
Constitution which should provide for bi- 
ennial sessions of the Legislature, and after 
a somewhat acrimonious political debate the 
motion for a third reading was defeated by 
a single vote. The Democratic politicians, 
while constantly professing confidence in 
the people and in the principle of giving 
them every opportunity to decide for them- 
selves upon questions of public policy, are 
evidently afraid to risk their chance for an- 
nual jobbery and a constant tinkering at the 
laws by allowing the people to express their 
mind on this subject. 

There is every reason to believe that this 
proposition would be popular. The Legis- 
lature itself furnishes abundant proof that 
yearly sessions are neither necessary nor 
desirable. The amount of really important 
legislation done in two years might easily be 
achieved at a single session of moderate 
length, and the great bulk of unimportant 
law-making would much better be left 
undone. The passing of many laws is an 
evil, and a still greater one is the con- 
stant effort to carry questionable schemes 
through the Legislature, which is encour- 
aged by the amount of time spent in Legis- 
lative sessions at Albany. Half that time 
is now spent in idleness or the kind of mis- 
chief that a certain personage is said to find 
for idle hands to do. If the work of the 
Legislature were taken up only once in two 
years there would be a far better chance for 
bringing into prominence measures of real 
utility. The demand for them would have 
an opportunity to develop and take definite 
shape. Such measures would then occupy 
Legislative attention to the exclusion of minor 
matters and petty projects which ought to 
be crowded out of the way. They would 
also stand a better chance of securing 
prompt and at the same time well-considered 
treatment, for it would not be so easy to 
dally and postpone action, and there would 
be less temptation to listlessness. It is almost 
an axiom in human conduct that people who 
are kept busy by the pressure of their duties 
do their work well, while those who have 
plenty of time and little to do are neglectful 
and slovenly. There is no manner of doubt 
that all tne really necessary and useful legis- 
lation of this State could be done at sessions 
held but once in two years. 

lf we were to have biennial sessions of the 
Legislature we should also have biennial 
State elections, though it would necessitate 
some change in the terms of Executive offi- 
cers. By arranging to have the State elec- 
tion fall at the same time with the election 
of members of Congress, political interest 
and activity would be concentrated upon 
alternate years and give the people more 
of a rest hetween their contests. 
The arrangement would also be favorable to 
a more systematic and better regulated can- 
vass. 
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as to allow the members of all parties to pro- 
nounce upon the selection of candidates be- 
fore the final vote,contemplatesa double elec- 
tion, A single registration of voters with prop- 
er opportunities for correction anda single 
set of inspectors and election officers would 
serve for both, but there would have to be 
two days set apart for public voting, on one 
of which candidates would be designated 
and on the other officers elected. The most 
serious objection urged against the plan is 
its expense, but it would much less than 
double the ordinary cost of an election, and 
would, besides, do away with a good part of 
the private expense of canvassiug. If elec- 
tions occurred but once in two years all 
arguments against a strictly regulated pre- 
liminary election would be weakened. 

The adoption of the joint resolution by 
the present Legislature would be merely a 
proposal of the constitutional amendment. 
It would have to receive the approval of an- 
other Legislature before being submitted to 
a vote of the people. But its proposal 
would serve the purpose of bringing it di- 
rectly to public attention, and it would 
be in a manner involved as an issue 
in the next election for members of the two 
houses. A sufficient expression of public 
sentiment on the subject might be secured 
to guide the next Legislature in its action. 
Even its adoption by two successive Legis- 
latures would only serve the purpose of 
giving the people an opportunity, after 
a due consideration of the merits of 
the proposition, to accept or reject 
it. There is certainly sufficient ground 
for giving them that opportunity. The 
plan has already been adopted by a major- 
ity of the States and has worked well. Cer- 
tainly none of them has suffered from in- 
sufficient legislation, whatever ground of 
complaint they may have had in regard to 
its quality. Last night’s action of the As- 
sembly ought to be reconsidered, but it is 
perhaps useless to expect from this Legisla- 
ture any action in the direction of reform of 
any kind. 





ANGLO-AMERICAN EXTRADITION. 


England has formally asked us to return 
to her jurisdiction one P. J. Sazrman. A 
warrant has issued for his arrest, and he 
*‘gladly’”’ awaits its execution. This is but 
the opening of a matter which would be of 
slight consequence were only SHERIDAN in- 
volved. But his surrender involves grave 


‘questions which have long been mooted be- - 


tween the United States and England, and 
which have been heretofore discussed with 
heat on both sides. Now the question is 
complicated by the bitterness of internal 
feuds in Great Britain and by the existence 
on this side of the water of a numerous and 
excitable body of American Celts who will 
watch every step with jealousy, and fill the 
air with war cries if they even imagine 
themselves or their compatriot ill-treated. 

Informer Carey first brought SaHerman’ 
into public notice, and the main. charge: 
against the fugitive rests on his testimony. 
SHERIDAN admits that he traveled Ireland 
in priestly disguise. He says his purpose 
was charitable relief of starving and evicted 
persons. CAREY swears that he was en- 
gaged in extending the Society of Invinci- 
bles and in planning the murder of Mr.: 
Forster, and that he engaged to supply ' 
weapons for that use. What-other charges 
and evidence against him there may) 
be is not now known. He asserts, 
that the approaching inquiry will ex- 
pose the flimsy character of the Crown’s. 
evidence. But there is in this country a 
high respect for English learning and jus- 
tice, and if any presumption is to be made, it 
is that England is well advised in the de- 
mand which she has made, and is prepared 
to support it by all necessary proof, accord- 
ing to her viewof the subject. The difficul- 
ty lies in the difference-between the English 
and American views. In 1876, in a ques- 
tion regarding the surrender of a common 
forger, President GRANT deemed the subject 
worthy a special Message, in which he de- 
clared that he had declined to yield to the 
**menace of an intended violation’’ of the 
treaty. What angry thoughts and words 
may not, then, grow out of such an infinite- 
ly more delicate and dangerous question as, 
this? 

When a treaty of extradition exists the 
parties to it are, of course, bound only by 
its terms. England and the United States 
are mutually obliged to surrender to each 
other, upon demand, murderers and those 
who attempt murder, pirates, robbers, 
forgers, and persons charged with arson, 
provided that proof of such crimes is fur- 
nished sufficient for the commitment of ‘the 
alleged criminal according to the laws 
of the jurisdiction where he is found. 
This seems plain sailing; but there 
are Jatent difficulties. There are mur- 
ders and murders. The treaty 
nothing regarding murders of officials on 
public grounds, and not for reasons of pri- 
vate hate or gain. Supposing SHERIDAN to 
be an accomplice in the murder of Caven- 
DIsH—it is not necessary that his hand held 
the knife—is he or is he not charged with | 
such murder as to justify his surrender? 
Our treaty with France expressly provides 
that no alleged criminal shall be surrendered 
on charges ‘‘of a purely political charac- 
ter.’’ There is a similar exception in the 
treaties with Switzerland, Mexico, and other 
countries. But where it is most needed it is 
lacking, and a case has doubtless arisen for 
construction of the point. We scared away 
HARTMANN, but SHERIDAN challenges the 
law. 

In 1858, after the plot against NAPOLEON, 
the French Ambassador plainly put the 
question to England, ‘‘1s hospitality due to 
assassins ?’’ and England, in effect, answered 
yes. Whatreply shall we make to Eng- 
land’s demand?

fugitives is the same. ‘‘ Whoever,” says 
WessteR, “‘is in affliction from political 
occurences in his own country looks here 
for shelter. * * * If he get foothold on 
our soil his person will be safe and his 
rights will be respected.’’ The sentiment is 
not one to wear out with years, and ex- 
presses the national feeling to-day. It re- 
mains to connect it with the treaty of ex- 
tradition between England and the United 
States. That treaty is silent regarding 
political offenses, but not by accident. 
“In this careful enumeration of crimes,” 
says President TyLeR in a Message 
attributed to WrenstTer’s hand, ‘the object 
has been to exclude all political offenses, or 
criminal charges arising from wars or intes- 
tine commotions.”” It would be hard to 
frame a more sweeping list. There does not 
seem room to doubt that the Land Leaguers’ 
and the Invincibles’ crimes are included in 
it, and that Suerman is safe here. England 
may well beirritated to find it so, but she 
has protected murderers as bloody as those 
in Kilmainham. And Americans may re- 
gret that the application of the rule which 
they approve protects men whom they 
avhor. The alternative would seem to be 
to lodge discretionary power of surrender’ 
with the Executive. But the remedy would 
doubtless prove worse than the disease, and 
at any rate the gravity of the case does not 


now demand such treatment.

Judge WESTBROOK has come to the front 
once more ia the appointment of Josepn O. Torts 
as the temporary custodian of the assets of the 
Continental Life Insurance Company without ex- 
acting a bond or surety of any kind from him. 
Judge Wexsrsroox’s relations to the Continental 
Life are well enough known to warrant the sus- 
picion that there are many things connected with 
the administration of its affairs by Receiver Jounx 
P. O'NEILL, or rather by Joszpx O. Tosts, for Mr. 
O’ NEILL was but Receiverin name, that that Judge 
would not be pleased to huve appear before the 
public. He appointed Mr. O’Nerz as the Recetver, 
and it has been shown that some of his relatives 
have profited through the Receivership. For a 
long time back the Attorney-General has been try- 
ing to get at the facts incidental to the course of 
the proeeedings to wind up the affairs of the eom- 
pany. He bas had but meagre suecess, but among 
the few things he has ascertained are that 
Receiver O'Nemn has used as belonging to 
him for fees, &c., about $70,000, when he 
was entitled to not more than one-third of 
that sum, and that his special attorneys 
have procured about $150,000 which they cannot 
properly have earned. With the death of Mr. 
O'NEILL it was to be expected would arrive an 
opportunity for the Attorney-General to procure 
the appointment of a Receiver who would make 
clear everything that has been done by the harpies 
who have administered upon the effects of the 
Continental. But no sooner did that death occur 
than, in the absence of the Attorney-General, an 
apDlication was made to Judge Werstxsoox, and 
he appointed as temporary custodian of those 
effects the very man who is charged with responsi- 
bility for much of whatever ill-doing there has 
been in connection with them hitherto. From this 
man he demanded no security, although he could 
not tell whether much or little money was likely 
to go into his hands. For one thing he must, how- 
ever, be commended. He exempted the $240,000 
now on deposit from the custody of Tosras. The 
applieation for and the appointment of this per- 
son were the preliminary steps toward the selec- 
tion of a Receiver fitted to continue the system 
upon which the affairs of the insolvent Conti- 
nental have hitherto been run. It is a strange fact 
that this little scheme may be overthrown by the 
action of Judge Donounvuz in appointing Mr. 
HePsurNn as the custodian instead of Tosxras, 
and in ordering cause to be shown why 
Mr. Hersurn should not be appointed Receiver. 
Although this action was taken at the instance of 
the Attorney-General, there are, it is most likely, 
other and stronger motives for it. Joun KELLy is 
the sponsor of Jonn P. O’Nzgrtt, and the real surety 
for him, although two other Tammany men are his 
bondsmez. There are reasons why Judge Donxo- 
uvz should not admire Joun Ketty, and, there- 
fore, reasons why the management of the Conti- 
nental Life by Jouw Ketiy’s late protégé and by 
the men who managed him should be carefully in- 
quired into, and whatever of evil there was in it 
shown to the world. The actien of Judge Wrsr- 
BROOK in the present case suggests that it might be 
a good thing to investigate him over again.

There is sound common sense in Judge 
Cowrne’s recent criticism of the faulty methods 
pursued by the authorities of the State Board of 
Health in the attempted enforcement of the new 
food and drug adulteration law. On complaint of 
the officers of the board a large number of grocers 
were arrested not long ago, and out of them all 
the case ef a grocer who had bought some adul- 


terated cream of tartar, presumably inneeently,* 


under the representation and belief that it was the 
pure article, was selected as a test case to ascer- 
tain the efficacy of the new law. The accused 
grocer was tried in Special Sessions and convicted 
of eelling the article as a drug, although he denied 
any such disposition of it. The Court of Generab 
Sessions has just reversed the decision, and passed 
a deserved criticism on the short-sighted course of 
the authorities in the matter. Two hundred other 
cases depended upon the result of the trial of 
this particular “test” case, and the labor and ex- 
pense of bringing them to trial is entirely wasted. 
Judge Cowrne, a8 @ consequence, very properly ar- 
gues that if the State Board of Health really desires 
to put a stop to the practice of food adulteration 
and clear the worthless and deleterious stuff from 
the market, the proper course te take is to prose- 
cute the manufacturers directly and not allow 
them to escape while the retail dealers, who 
are the miuor offenders, are very indifferent- 
ly and weakly attacked. Why the health author- 
{ties should have chosen to lay themselves open 
to this just reproof is not explained, and it is equal- 
ly amystery why they should have selected the 
case of an apparently Innocent victim of a manu- 
facturer’s dishonesty as the doubtful foundation 
for their prosecution, when the manufacturer and 
principal violator of the law was readily within 
reach. If this new law is to be turned to good ac- 
count at all, it is obviously not by a repetition of 
this very peculiar method of procedure that the 
desirable result can be attained. The health au- 
thorities owe it to themselves and the interest of 
the public to discharge their duties with more 
vigor and judgment than was manifested in this 
notable instance. 


The pertinacity with which the Irish people 
have stuck to the potato as a staple article of 
food has entailed upon them a great deal of suffer- 
ing. Many times, since thw great blight in 1846, 
their hopes of bounteous erops have been cruelly 
cashed, but their faith in the tuber, although sore- 
ly tried, has always remained firm. Its popularity 
in the first instance was stimulated by the simple 
methods necessary for successful cultivation and 
the very small amount of effort required to 
gather from the field the material for a hearty 
dinner. Under the last administration of Lord 
BEAconsFreLp it came tobe regarded as essential 
to Irish prosperity that an effort should be made on 
an extensive scale to havea complete change of 
seed potatoes in Ireland. Considerable attention 
had previously been given to the subject in Seot- 
land. where a farmer, after years of careful ex- 
periment by replanting from the potato seed 
formed upon the stalks where the blossoms nad 
been, nad succeeded in producing a variety which 
he named Scottish Champions. The Champions 
were sent over to Ireland and distributed by the 
Government to the farmers and cottiers for seead- 
ing purposes. The crop produced was the best 
of the blight. A peculiarity of the Champion was 
that it produced a stalk in some instances ever 
five feet in height. Those who had benefited

The 
total increase was fully 20 per cent. “On the Clydq 
the increase exceeded 54,000 tons; on the Tyne, 
Wear, Tees, and the Hartlepools it amounted ta 
118,755 tons.” It was on the Clyde that the greatest 
amount of tonnage! was launched, 391,934; the 
Wear being next, with 212,000 tons, and the Tyn¢ 
last, with 208,000 tons. In Ireland there has beep 
the greatest percentage of increase. In 1881 Belfast 
built 18,803 tons, and last year much more thay 
doubled this. One marked tendency is that whicn 
is developed im the construction of larger ships, 
While the vessels built on the Clyde during the foug 
years from 1877 te 1881 averaged about 1,000 tong 
each, the average now is 1,247 tonz. In ever7 ship 
building port in Engtand, treiend, end fcotlang 
this increase of average tons is a conspicuous - 
feature. The largest vessel built being of 7,508 
tons, the next being 5,600, vessels between 3,000 and 
4,000 tons are quite numerous. This increase of 
size is not confined to steam yessels, but is found 
in sailing ships also. Steel is coming more and 
more into use, only the very smallest craft being 
made of wood. As vessels wear out or afe lost, 
necessarily a portion of this vast ship-building 
in England is for purposes of replacement, Ag 
to the builders, it looks as it “they were unable 
to overtake their orders.” It is not the material 
which is wanting, but there is inability to secure 
sufficient labor. Iron and steel have not augment- 
ed in price, but the money paid the hands has beew 
increased. Ships cost to-day some 15 per cent. 
more to build in England than in 1880 and 1881. 
Some questions arise as to whether England may 
not be overdoing the business. But the commerce 
of the world is always inereasing, and as new routeg 
are made or new products offered the demands of 
transportation grow with them.

MAIL AND POLICE THEFTS 


JHE WASHINGTON DETECTIVES 
AND THE BRADY RING. 


BEVERAL EX-DETECTIVES AND ONE OF 
+ prapy’s LAWYERS INDICTED — THE 
CROSS-EXAMINATION OF RERDELL. 

Wasarneton, Feb. 26.—As a result of 
@he investigation begun by the Citizens’ Com- 
gmittee into the operation of the Detective 
Corps of this city, the Grand Jury to-day re- 
¢urned indictments against John ©. Smith for 
receiving stolen property—a watch, valued at

But the other, George O. Miller, testi- 
fied boldly in court that he had for months 
been working for the star route defendants in- 
stead of for the Government and he was dis- 
missed from his place. These proceedings by 
the Grand Jury, with the confessions of several 
implicated persons published in this city, show 
not only how the capital has been for 
ears at the mercy of a combination of 
leution, thieves, and detectives, but also how 
this combination bad extended its power in 
the direction of the courts.

The witness said that ne 
told Dorsey he had gone overto the Government 
to save him, (Dorsey,) and related to him all of the 
eonversation betweer James and MacVeagh and 
himself. Dorsey said: “You have put it in a 
worse light than it was before. They have no 
evidence against me except what you have fur- 
nished.” 

Mr. Ingersoll wanted to know how he had ex- 
plained this action to Dorsey. how he haa justified 
the furnishing of evidence against him. Witness 
said he was satisfied that Dorsey, was in a bad state 
before that time. The newspapers were getting 
close to the facts, and it looked bad. 

Mr. Ingersoll suddenly referred to the affidavit of 
July 13, 1882, and asked the witness how it was 
that at that time, more than a year after his revela- 
tions to James, he had changed his mind so as to 
believe that Dorsey had doue no {illegal act? A.— 
At that time; in the reom I was—(pausing.) 

“ Agitated,” cynically suggested Mr. Ingersoll. 

“TI did not remember anything particularly 
wrong,.”’ continued the witness. He went on to 
tell how Dorsey had appealed to him in the name 
of his wife and children to retract his statement.

Witness had sonceived the idea of saving Dorsey 
upon the oecasion of his first interview witn Mac- 
Veagh; still he would acknowledge that self-pres- 
ervation was the dominant feeling in his mind.

restored, or his Jennings claim, or the appoint- 
ment of his father-in-law, in consideration of his 
giving testimony for the Government. Witness 
only told Clayton ef those things to show him what 
he would lose by going over to the Government. 
The retracting affidavit of June, 1881, was then 
taken up and the witness subjected to asevere ex- 
amination. during which he was again required to 
specify the portions written by Dorsey and by 
himself. 

The court then adjourned.

PNEUMONIA. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

It is not well to get up a panic about pneu- 
monia without pointing out some of its causes and 
remedies. Among its most common causes are 
cold and wet, aided by thin underclothing, either 
by night or day, or both, thin shoes and stockings, 
&c, It is surprising to find how many men and 
women wear thin underciothing by day and only 
one thin garment at night, and that often of linen, 


while co!d linen sheets are not uncommon, even in 
midwinter. Many severe colds and pneumonias 
are prevented by attention to these simple matters, 
and many are cured by merely putting on an extra 
garment at night, even a flannel sack, and sleeping 
between thick, warm muslin or thin flannel sheets. 
These are also the first precautions which should 
be taken when attacked by pneumonia, and manya 
valuabie life is lost by inattention to them. It is 
well known that in the young and healthy acute 
pneumenia is less fatal than in those who are 
otherwise not healthy or strong and those more ad- 
vaneed in life. This would suggest that the deteri- 
oration not only of the lungs, but of the other great 
vital organs, withdraws such aid as they could 
otherwise afford when they are fresh and vigorous. 

In fact, by far the maiority of cases where pneu- 
monia is found we generally discover some pre-ex- 
isting and more chronic disease in some other ergan 
of the body: it may be the heart, liver, kidneys, 
bowels, &c. In fata! cases it isnot enough that we 
should find pneumonia and say the patient died of 
it, but we should also learn why that particular 
person succumbed to it, an inquiry too often for- 
gotten and slurred over. Sometimes the intensity 
of the pneumonia is very great, and sufficient to 
account for death; but sometimes neither the ex- 
tent nor severity of the attack suffiees to make 
clear the cause of the fatal result. Then we may 
have to leok for some obscure dis#ase of the head, 
or chronic disease of the stomach, bowels, liver, or 
kidneys which has not received the attention 
which it deserved. These disorders also often in- 
terfere with the action of the remedies especially 
adapted to relieve pneumonia. 

Then there are the great so-called foul-air pneu- 
monias, caused by overheated, badly ventilated 
houses, with or without subsequemt exposure to 
very oold out-door air. Bad plumbing, foul street, 
gutter, sewer, and dock air, especially the bad air 
in the tenement-house districts, make many colds 
and pneumonias malignant. The sudden oecur- 
rence of a warm spell of weather when the streets 
and yards are loaded with filth will almost create 
an epidemic; and the converse of this is true, viz., 
when slight or severe or malignant colds are eon- 
tracted from the inhalation of foul air during 
thawing weather, and tne patient, being not yet 
quite sick enough to stay in the house, is ex- 
posed to one of those severe cold snaps or blizzards 
which bave prevailed this Winter perhaps more 
frequently and suddenly than is common. 

Many other diseases, like measles, rheumatism, 
typhoid fever. &e., are often followed by pneumo- 
nia, especially when the bed and body clothing 
are not warm enough. All those with a consump- 
tive tendency should be especially careful, and it is 
well known that many surgical cases are followed 
by pyemic or sephicemic pneumonia. In fact, if 
we find pneumoniain the form of small, isolated 
patches, we must remember that it is always sec- 
ondary to some other disease. 

In short, pneumonia is the attendant by natural 
termination of many other diseases. and is apt to 
be considered as the principal disorder, whereas it 
was a secondary but most dangerous complication.

THE GAIN TO THE COUNTRY BY PRO- 
, TECTION. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

I have just received a copy of the Compendi- 
um of the Census, and I have amused myself by 
combining some of the data given there with those 
in the reports of the Bureau of Statisties. The eap- 
ital invested in manufacturing in the Unitea States 


in 1880 was $2,790,000,000; wages paid, $948,000,000, to 
2,700,000 hands, (average, $1 17 per day;) materials 
used, $3,400,000,000; prodvoed, $5,300,000,000. The 
mauufacturers,'therefore, raised the product $1,100,- 
000,000 in value, In 1880 the duties collected on im- 
ports under the tariff averaged 4344 per cent. on 
dutiable imports—14344 : 100 :: 5,86): 38.700. The 
product of manufacturing industry in this coun- 
try, as above given, was therefore worth in the 
world’s market, $3,700,000,000, and the tariff eost 
us (5,800—3,700) $1,600,000,000. 

If, then, we had paid to all the workers in manu- 
factures all the wages which they got, hiring them 
to stand idle, and had paid 10 per cent. on all the 
capital, hiring the owners of it to letit go to ruin, 
provided that we might get the commodities ina 
free market, the account would have stood thus:

Ten per cent. on capital.. 279,000,C00— 1,227,000,000

If it be said that not all manufactures were pro- 
tected, any fraction which is taken off the total 
product must also be taken off the wages anc capi- 
tal, and the result will not differ in character, but 
only in amount. 

Ihave also applied a similar calculation to pig- 
iron. The statistics of pig¢-iron are: Capital, $105,- 
000,000; hands employed, 41,700; wages, $12,600,000, 
(average, $1 per day;) produced, 3.700.000 tons; 
value of all produets, $89,000,000; materials used, 
$58,000,000; product raised in vaiue, $31,000,000. 

The imports in 1880 were 600,000 tons: tax, $7 per 
ton; revenue, $4,300,000; tax paid to the home pro- 
ducers, $25,900,000, ($7 per ton on 3,700,000 tons.) 
If we had paid full wages and 10 per cent. profits 
to all persons interested in pig-iron to hire them to 
be idle, but let us get 3,700,000 tons of pig-iron ina 
free market, the account would have stood thus:

“MICAELA” AT THE STANDARD TAE- 
ATRE. 

A version of Lecocq’s opera, ‘* Le Cour et le 
Main,” under the title of ‘‘ Micaela,” was produced 
at the Standard Theatre last evening before a very 
large and appreciative audience. The story of the 
opera has been made familiar to the public by a 
previous presentation at the Bijou Opera-house. 
The libretto used at the Standard, whiie following 
the same story, adheres much mere closely to the 
original dialogue and omits the local and po- 
litical allusions which are so numerous in 
the Bijou version. The music is  proba- 
bly the most ambitious that Lecocq has 
ever written, and in many places rises far 
above the level of comic opera. The duets be- 
tween Micaela and the Prince abound in tender 
and paseionate melody, and are sure to please the 
ear of a public which is noted for its love of good 
music. The choruses are uniformly bright and pleas- 
ing, and the ensembles are effective. Whatever 
weakness there fs in the work is attributabie to the 
writer of the libretto, who has allowed a familiar 
story to tellitsetf, and has failed to infuse sufficient 
comedy into the speeches of the various characters. 
The performance was commendable in nearly 
every respect. To Mr. George Sweet, in the réle 
of Don Gaetan, is to be credited the greatest suo- 
cess of the evening. Mr. Sweet has been heard be- 
fore in this City in grand opera. His full, rich bari- 
tone voice, though slightly impaired by a cold, was 
effective in every number, and he sang witha 
depth of feeling and an excellence of method 
wholly admirable. Mr. Sweet is, moreover, an ex- 
cellent actor, and played his part with ease and 
grace. J. H. Ryley was well suited to the 
King and infused much unctuous humor into his 
lines. Miss Marie Conron, who was suffering from 
recent illness, sang her music well. The other 
parts were agreeably performed by Mile. Vernona 
Jarbeau, Mrs. Williams, Wallace Macrery, and W. 
H. Montgomery. The chorus was large and well 
drilled, the scenery elaborate, and the costumes 
rich. The composer's original scoring was used 
and proved to be conventional. The opera is en- 
tirely too long in its present shape, and will prob- 
ably be considerably cut. When this is done it is 
to be hoped that the management will see the ad- 
visability of eutting out Mr. Ryley’s much too ex-

“SIBERIA.” 

Mr. Bartley Campbell is the author of sey- 
eral crude and unsatisfactory plays which show 
rather ingenuously his possession of the theatrical 
sense and his lack of true, coherent, reasonable 
dramatic feeling. All his plays start with impossi- 
bilities and end in piain absurdities. The best 
among them have a theatrical effectiveness, 
compact and picturesque, whieh tells hard 
on the indiscriminate crowd. Such a crowd, 
apparently, saw the first performance here 
last night, at Haverly’s Theatre,.of his latest 
drama, called “ Siberia.” The peoplein the thea- 
tre, or many of the people, were as boisterous as 
possible, and Mr. Campbell was obliged to come 
four times in front of the curtain. After the fourth 
time Mr. Campbell must have been convinced of 
his iliustriousness. But this indefatigable Ameri- 
can play-maker has, it is likely, a shrewd 
knowledge of the audience which he tries to 
stir; he does not waste his intelligence upon that 
audienee; he writes directly for those men and 
women who believe that a play isaseries of ex- 
eltable and ridieulous incidents. As Mr. Campbell 
is successful, his audience can haraly be above his 
conception of it. But thoughtful observers must 
look with wonder and displeasure upon much of 
Mr. Campbell's popular work. 

It would take up too much valuable space to tell 
the story of “ Siberia”—a story which certainly 
proves that Mr. Campbell has some exelusive 
knowledge about Siberia and about our common 
bumanity. He begins his task with dramatic idea. 
The action is at first rapid, clear, and striking to 
the eye. But the idea is carried to the point of ex- 
travagance, the characters are moved by Mr. 
Campbell anda not by their own minds, and the 
whole thing is soon swamped in _ stupidity. 
This writer has, unquestionably, a firm and fine 
grasp of theatrical situation, of effect merely for its 
own sake; he fails utterly, childishly, when he 
seeks to apply human motives to theatrical 
situations. The manner in which he manip- 
ulates his personages, simply to adapt them 
to his plans, is, it must be clear to every 
one who gives attention to the matter, 
the manner of a man who dangles puppets, 
The theatrical movement of the first half of the 
play is, one may admit, excellent melodrama; but 
Mr. Campbell, who is essentially a playwright of 
short breath, who cannot, seemingly, bring even 
an extreme melodrama to a strong end, is at 
sea in the second half of “Siberia,” and 
lets the play go on with a slackened impulse. 
Nothing could be more transparent and feeble than 
the fifth and sixth acts of “Siberia.” The play had 
opened with a rush; it closes with inanity. On the 
whole, “ Siberia’ is not worth discriminate appre- 
ciation; it is worth the applause of those who shout 
at foolish sensationalism.

CHARLES H. BRAINERD’S FINANCES 


REMOVING THE EMBARRASSMENTS OF A 
HARTFORD BANK PRESIDENT. 

Hartrorp, Conn., Feb. 26.—Rumors which 
had affected the financial standing of Charles H. 
Brainerd, President of the State Bank, of this city, 
resulted in a short explanatory statement in the 
evening papers of Saturday. There was a general 
denial and very little upon which to base an opin- 
ion. To-day’s papers are quiet. Tae Trsres's cor- 
respondent, however, has made an investigation, 
gathering from such available sources as he might 
important material. Mr. Brainerd for several 
years has been generally rated as worth from 
$750,000 to $1,500,000. He wasa large holder of real 
estate, including his own family mansion in Capi- 
tal-avenue, which cost $70,000, and also carried local 
stocks, carpet company stock, and Hartford and 
New-Haven stock to a large amount, probably ag- 
gregating $300,000. His real estate was unin- 
cumbered and he valued it at ahout $600,000, 


though that is probably about twice its market 
value. He had borrowed on his own paper about 
$400,000 without indorsement, so good was his 
credit, and it now appears that very many of the 
stocks which were held in his name were carried 
on borrowed money. When he could get money 
from the banks at 4 per cent. he could afford to 
carry 6 and 7 per cent. dividend paying stocks, but 
after money became tighter the balance was the 
other way. These stocks have been held for sev- 
eral years, and his borrowing operations have in 
an years caused him a loss of from $25,000 to 

The first action which the Direetors of the 
State Bank, of which he was President, took 
officially of his affairs was last Monday, when they 
directed his notice in the board meeting to ramors 
and he claimed to show that he owed only $360,000, 
with personal securities more than enough to cover 
that amount, besides his then uninocumbered real 
estate, which at the lowest he placed at $300,000. 
This was satisfactory apparently to the Directors, 
who requested, however, that he should pay up a 
loan from the bank of $20,000, which he did a day 
or two later. On Wednesday he went to the 
Farmers and Meehanics’ Bank to renew aloan there 
of $15,000. But the bank officers claimed to be 
short, for the first time. He then went tothe 
tna Bank to get a renewal of a note of $20,000, 
and there the officers frankly told him of the street 
reports and insisted that the note must be taken 
up. His next move was to borrow $40,000 of A. 
Sporter, one of the Directors of his own bank, 
which was used to cancel the two maturing obli- 
gations. This loan was covered by mortgage on 
the family residence. Since these transactions 
Messrs. Keney and Roberts, heavy capitalists, have 
come to his rescue, and it is understood thata 
bianket mortgage of $300,000 is to be placed on all 
the real estate. Up to this writing all the out- 
standing bank paper, amounting to about $300,000. 
bas been cared for. Mr. Brainerd borrowed 
$100,000, so it is said, from the Connecticut Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, butin that case of course 
was compelled to supply collateral, which proha- 
bly includes a bloek of $100,000 of the Hartford 
and New-Haven stock. There are 18 banks of dis- 
countin Hartford, and Mr. Brainerd was a bor- 
rower in nearly every one, though, as stated above, 
all the indebtedness has been paid off. There are 
various rumors that he has been an extensive 
operator in Wall-street, but this does not appear to 
be true. The probable fact is that he has been in 
financial distress for several yeurs, which has been 
relieved only by a continuation of borrowings, and 
that his loans have earried his local stocks. He 
has himself been a very prudent and economical 
man, and has gained a reputation for parsimony, 
wher in fact he felt that he must be saving, especi- 
ally as his family was very expensive. He told the 
President of one of our banks that his household 
expenses amounted to over $25,000, and with the 
other drains upon him it was more than he could 
stand. But his family knew nothing of his affairs, 
as he kept them tc himself. He said he protested a 
little over a year ago against a christening party in 
honor of his grandchild, son of Edgar Welles, son 
of the late Gideon Welles, and at which Secretary 
Lincoln was present, because he could not afford 
it, but the affair went on at a cost of several thou- 
sands of dollars. This story of extravagance he 
told with tears in his,eyes. 

Mr. Brainerd is a mun over 70 years of age, and 
the blow isacrushing one. He has universal sym- 
pathy among the business community. A gentle- 
man who is conservative in his business judgment 
told Tae Tres’s correspoudent this afternoon 
that if Mr. Brainerd had died his estate, in the 
present state of affairs, would have been entireiy 
wrecked and the family made poor, but that now, 
with good management, his frionds may pull him 
through and save from $50,000 to $100,000. Mr. 
Brainerd himself appears to take a muah more 
hopeful view, which his many friends hope will 
prove correct in the end. There has been a raomor 
that his relations to the State Bank were such asto 
affeet its standing. There is notruthin this. The 
bank has been very carefully handled for the last 
year by Mr. George F. Hills, the Cashier. The loan 
of $20,000 to Mr. Brainerd was not improper, and 
as it was promptly taken up no more need be said 
about it. About a year ago Mr. Brainerd had some 
transactions with the bank which, it is said, were 
not satisfactorily explained to the Directors, one 
of whom, Mr. Pliny Jewell, brother of the late Gov. 
Jewell, resigned his position in the direction be- 
cause he did not like the way Mr. Brainerd was 
doing the business. There has been to-day a steady 
inquiry among people to get at the facts. 


OBITUARY. 


COUNT MARTIMPREY. 

A cable dispatch from Paris announces the 
death of Count Edmond Charles Martimprey, the 
French General and Senator. Gen. Martimprey 
was born at Meaux, June 16, 1808, and was educated 


at the Military Academy of Saint Cyr. On enter- 
ing the Army he was appointed on the staff, be- 
came Captain in 1835, and saw service in Algeria. 
At the revolution of February he served as Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel. 
insurrection of June, 1848, and soon afterward was 
promoted to the rank of Colonel. In 1852 he was 
made General of brigade, and in 1855 General of 
division. In the Crimean war he served as Chief 
of Staff of the Army, and later he commanded the 
division of Oran. In 1859 he was chief of the gen- 
eral staff of the army in Italy, and was afterward 
appointed Commander-in-Chief of the land and ssa 
forces of Algeria, of which prevince he became 
Lieutenant-Governor, and then Acting Governor, 
after the death of Marshal Pelissier. He took an 
active part in es the insurgent Arabs in 
1864. In September of that year he was appointed 
Senator, and in 1870 he was made Governor of the 
Invalides. In 1871 he wasa member of the Com- 
mittee of Inquiry in relation to the capitulation of 
Metz and Strasbourg. He was made Grand Officer 
of the Legion of Honor in July, 1859, and received 
the Grand Cross on Dec. 30, 1863.

The 
Doctor prescribed sedatives, but Mrs. Jewell did 
not improve, and on Saturday she was compelled 
to remain in bed.

QUIET CHICAGO MARKETS. 


——_2a—————— 
LEADING PRODUCE AND WHEAT EASY AND 
CORN RANGING LOWER. 

CHICAGO, Feb, 26.—The leading produce 
markets were rather quiet to-day, and averaged 
easier, with little business on outside account. 
Large receipts in grain, with moderate weather, 
wero reasons for weakness, espeelally us the Brit- 
ish markets were tending lower on breadstuffs. 
Provisions were rather quiet and averaged lower. 
Pork declined 10 cents, rallied, and closed 5 cents 
below the latest prices of Saturday. Lara declined 
5 cents, and closed 244 cents lower than 48 hours 
previously. Meats closed 244 to 5 cents lower, 
after declining 734 cents. The local hog 
market was quoted 5 to 10 cents higher, with 
asmall supply, but some lard-holders sold freely 


at the outset, being perhaps incited thereto b 
the weakness in grain; and whenthey got throug 
the merket turned a little, but could not be called 
strong at any time during thesession. There were 
free buyers of May lard at anything under $11 70, 
from which itis inferred that there were a good 
many purchasing orders in hand limited to that 
figure, but not much else was wanted. Meats 
were said tobe in fair shipping demand at the 
Offices of packers, but nothing in the shape of an 
active inquiry cropped out on Change. The for- 
eign markets were understood to be tame, with 
little change in prices. The latest quotations on 
*Change here for May were $18 47% bid on pork, 
$11 70 bid for lard, and $9 95 asked for short ribs, 
There was little change on the afternoon ca!!. 

Wheat was rather quiet and irregularly easier, 
The market declined 14 cents, then advanced % 
to 7% cent, and closed 44 cent below the latest 
prices of Saturday, at $1 0734 for March and $1 1344 
for May. The British markets were quoted dull, 
and our receipts were not so large as those of Sat- 
urday. but a good many folks got the idea that the 
danger to our Winter wheat has been much mag- 
nified, and the natural result was a fact that is not 
infrequently quoted as a reason for deeline— 
“ more sellers than buyers."’ Toward noon the de- 
cline invited buying orders from New-York, and it 
was understood here that the buying was more 
active in that City also. This turned the 
scale, the local demand being light at the 
best. The current offerings of car lots went 
off slowly, but No, 2 Spring bronght Saturday’s 
rice, while other grades sold at 1 to 144 cents 
ower. On the afternoon call the market was 
easier, May closing at $1 1384. Late in the after- 
noon May wheat was sold down en the curbstone 
to $1 12%, on the rumor of another iron failure. 

Corn was rather quiet and ranged lower. The 
market declined 1 cent, then rallied 1 cent, 
and closed 44 cent below the latest prices 
of Saturday, at 5634 cents for March, and 
6034 cents bid for May. Liverpool reported 
a decline of 3d. per quarter, and our receipts were 
much larger, but not so big as expected. The mar- 
ket really turned down on the belief that the re- 
ceipts of theday would aggregate about 1,000 car- 
loads, and turned about the time the inspection 
list was posted, which was not until much later 
than usual, The market for May had then touched 
60 cents, but a good many buying orders at that 
figure were unfilled, as it only staid there a few 
moments. There is reason to believe that the trade 
held collectively orders to buy several million bush- 
els, if it could be done at 60 cents, for May. Other 
futures were not much wanted, except as there 
was so much changing over to provide for the 
March deliveries, which will be in order day after 
to-morrow. The shipping demand was tame, and 
car lots declined about 4 cent per bushel. On the 
afternoon call the market was firmer, May closing 
at 60% to 61 cents.

It remains for the people of the United States ta 
provide, by private subscription, a suitable base and 
pedestal for this generous and munificent national 
gift. The pedestal will require to be nearly one hunx 
dred and fifty feet hign. and will cost, it is estimated, 
about $250,000. The entire structure will attain a 
height of three hundred feet, which is nearly threa 
times the height of the famous Colossus of Rhodes 
one of the seven wonders of the world—thirty feat 
higher than the towers of the East River Bridge, and 
more than ten feet higher than the spire of Trinity 
Church, It will prove a noble ornament to the Me 
tropolis as well as a lasting honor to the Nation. 

In view of these facts, so creditable to the liberality 
of France, and so imperativein their demands upog 
the patriotism of the United States, the American 
Committee charged with the duty do not think it ne, 
cessary to make any appeal to the feelings of the peo.

THE TEMPERANCE QUESTION. -”’: 


EFFORTS TO IMPROVE AND ENFORCE THE EX: 
' 
CISE LAW. 


The best methods of improving and enfore- 
ing the Excise law in this City were discussed by 
several prominent citizens in the presenee of & 
large audience in Steinway Hall last night. The 
meeting was held under the auspices of the Church 
Temperance Society, and the Hon. John Jay pre- 
sided. The following named gentlemen were 

' seated upon the stage: the Rev. Howard Crosby, 
the Rev. Henry C. Potter, Cornelius Vanderbilt, D. 
Willis James, Rebert Graham, Secretary of the 
Church. Temperance Society, ex-Judge Charles 

’ Peabody, T. B. Coddington, the Rev. B. F. De Cos- 
ta, ex-Surrogate Calvin, ex-Judge W. H. Arnoux, 
the Rev. J. G. Geer, the Rev. J. R. Davenport, An- 
drew Todd, William Graydon, J. M. Slade, the Rev. 
R. B. McKim, Peter Carter, A. M. Kellogg, Edward 
Barr, Robert Lawson, Harmon Brown, the Rev. 8. 
Irenewus Prime, H. E. Pellew, H. R. Searles, Gen. 
Clinton B. Fisk, the Rev. W. 8. Rainsford, the Rev. 
i. Y. Satterlee, F. C. Willis, the Rev. J. ©. Bache, 
and Archdeacon Kirkby, Under-Secretary of Board 
of Domestic Missions of the Protestant Ediscopal 
Church. In the audience there was a very large 
proportion of ladies. 

Mr. Jay stated that the purpose for which the 
meeting had been called concerned the welfare 
and happiness of every mother, wife, and 


enild in the community. He regarded the 
— of so large and influentixl an au- 
ience as indicative of a growing public 
interest in the alarming inerease of the liquer traf- 
fic. Mr. Robert Graham. the general Secretary of 
. said the large number of liquor saloons 
this City was appalling. There were 9,075 
msed and about 1,000 illicit liquor saloons in 
New-York. while there were but 1,110 bakers and 
2,098 butchers. The Excise law required that ail 
“men to whom liquor licenses were given 
should be persons of good moral character. 
As an instance of how this provision 
of the law was observ the speaker men- 
tioned the mames of half a dozen notorious 
prietors of grog shops and concert halls. Fault 
ad been found with the society’s agents for pay- 
ing more attention to the low liquor saloons than 
“to the gilded palacesof intemperance. In explana- 
tion, Mr. Graham said it was the intention of the 
society to fight intemperance wherever it was 
found, but experience had shown that the poorer 
and working classes felt more keenly the baneful in- 
fluences of the liquor traffic,therefore it was deemed 
best to strike the first biow at the low groggeries. 
Resolutions were adopted calling for a reduction 
in the number of liquor saloons, and Mr. Jay, the 
Rev. S. I. Prime, ex-Judge Charles Peabody, the 
Rev. Howard Crosby, 1). Willis James, and Henry 
E. Pellew_ were appointed a deputation to wait 
apon the Excise Commissioners to urge upon them 
restriction in the issue of licenses and upon tbe Po- 
lice Commissioners to call their attention to the 
violations of the Excise law. Thesamegentiemen 
were requested to weit upon the Legislature at 
Albany and urge the introduction into the present 
Excise law of a clausis limiting the number o 
galooms to a maximum of one to 500 of the popula- 
tion and also an increase of the license fee to a 
minimum sum of $500 per annum. 

EPx-Judge Arnoux argued in favor of the adop- 
tion of the resolutions. He said the Excise 
Commissioners certainly tramsgressed the letter 
as well as the spirit of the law in 
granting so many ligdor licenses. Statistics 
Bhowed that in the populous districts of 
New-York there was one saloon for each 225 feet 
of street, while inthe annexed district there was 
one saloon for each 300 feet. The Police records 
showed that a very large proportion of the arrests 
made were for intoxication. Mr. D. Willis James 
enlarged upon the various evil effects of intemper- 
ance. Ex-Surrogate Calvin suid that the leading 
zitizens of New-York should awaken to the fact 
that a creat evil was growing vear by year in their 
City. Heroie means were necessary to kill this 
aril. and upon the shoulders of the respectable and 
Wealthy classes rested the res ponney for the 
work. Gen. Clinton B. Fisk told about his going 
into a “hotel” on the east side of the City recently, 
and asking to see some of the apartments. The 
proprietor of the hotel, who stood bebind a bar, 
aaid: “There ain’t much apartments here, but 
what will you have to drink?” 

Tne Rev. Howard Crosby earnestly urged that 
some pressure be brought to bear upon the State 
and Municipal legislators to secure an immediate 
and radical change in the Excise laws. The'liquor- 
sellers were “the greatest robbers of the poor that 
existed,” but they were united, and in times past 

ey had been able to defy publicsentiment simply 

use the people had not united to effect a re- 
form. The time had come for the better elements 
inthe New-York community to unite and make 
their voice heard at Albany. It was wrong to give 
the Excise Commissioners so much discretion. Ex- 
perience had proved that they always abused that 
discretion. ‘“‘There are rotten places in James- 
street and in Crosby-street,” exclaimed the speaker, 
“but the rottenest place in New-York ison the cor- 
ner of Bowery and Bond-street, where the Excise 
Commissioners do their work.”” A committee com- 
rising the Rev. Dr. Henry C. Potter, Gen. Wager 
wayne, W. Bayard Cutting, and David Turnure, 
and six others to be mamed hereafter, was ap- 
pointed to wait on the Mayor and urge the nomina- 
tion of Excise Commissieners who would pledge 
themselves to follow the letter of the law strictly 
in the performance of their duties. Remarks were 
tnade by Dr. Andrew H. Smith, and benediction 
Was pronounced by the Rev. S. Irenzus Prime.

THE PAROCHIAL SOHOOL PANIC. 
ITNESSES TESTIFYING TO THE CIRCUM- 
STANCES OF THE DISASTER. 


An official inquiry into the cause of the 
deaths of Minnie Uster and the 15 other victims of 
the panic in the parochial school in East Fourth- 
street last week Tuesday was begun by Coroner Levy 
yesterday afternoon. A large crowd of interested 
spectators, including the parents and friends of 
eome of the dead cnildren, filled the Coroner's 
room. The following named jurors were present: 
James D. Fish, Daniel Sweeney, Oswald Otten- 
fiorfer, F. Krutina, James Lynch, Peter Schaeffler, 
Myer Foster, Henry Setzer, Leo Seblesinger, George 
Rathmann, Jobn Bardes, Charles Weltz. In stating 


the case to the jury, Coroner Levy said he be- 
tleved that there were other schoo! buildings in the 
same condition as the building in East Fourth- 
street. and he hoped that the inquest might draw 
attention to this fact and have the effect of iucit- 
ing greater precautions on the part of the Muniei- 
paland church authorities in the future. Capt. 
McCullagh, in command of the Seventeenth Police 
Precinct, testified as tothe time and the circum- 
stances of the panic. He was at the building with 
a squad of policemen three or four minutes after 
the first alarm of fire was given. The Police were 
obliged to force the crowd back. Everybody was 
anxious to help, but in so-large a crowd 
the people always do more harm than 
zood. Officer Henry Schwenk, who was regu- 
latiy detailed to duty at the Church of 
the Most Holy Redeemer, testified that he wasin 
the rectory of the church at the time the fire was 
fliscovered in the school building. He then tola 
how he tried to prevent the panic and his efforts to 
extricate the children. He said the Police came 
very seon after the breaking of the stair railing, but 
the main hallway was then full of people, andit was 
very difficult to get the children out into the street. 
The officer said that, so far as he could see from his 
position at the top of the stairs, the main hallway 
Was crowded with people who had entered from 
the street before the stair railing broke. 
Chief John W. Miller, of the Fourth Battalion of 
the Fire Department, said that immediately after 
thé disaster he made a careful inspection of the in- 
terior of the bu lding, and found the main hail to 
be6 feet 4 inches wide; the ttairway where the 
accident occurred, 3 feet 6 inches wide, and the 
stair guard, (including the top railing,) 2 feet 2 
inches high. Matthew Hicks, assistant foreman of 
fire engine No. 25, described how the fire was ex- 
tinguished. He reached the school about a minute 
pnd a half after the alarm was sent out, and 
found mo erowd in front of the _ building. 
Mr. George H. Lambert, an officer of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, said that 
when he reached the building he found the chil- 
dren packed tightly in the fatal stairway and in 
the narrow hail at the bottom of the stairs. The 
guard railing had broken, and the main hall was 
crowded with men and women. Hespoke to the 
poopie in the crowd in German and asked them to 
pet. back so that Officer Schwenkand he couid get 
the children out. The people, bowever, would not 
zivte way until the Police came and forced them 
back. he witness was positive ihat the double 
doors of the main entrance to the building opened 
tnward. Coroner Levy announced that the inquest 
would beresumed at the school building this after- 
noon atlo’clock. He expects to examine some of 
the Sisters connected with the school, Father Hes- 
pelein, and others to-day.

A BONDSMAN'S DILEMMA, 

When the case of James Menn, indicted for 
selling liguor without license, was called in the 
Court of General Sessions yesterday, a young man 
walked to the bar, pleaded guilty, and, despite the 
excuse that he supposed when he filed an applica- 


tion for a license he was entitied to sell liquor, he 
tras sentenced to 20 days inthe City Piison. The 
oung man’s face lencthened, and he explained 
bat he was not the defendant Menn at all. but his 
bondsmen, William Haelig. Judge Cowing sharply 
reproved him, believimg that he had personated 
Menn with the expectation that a fine only would 
be imposed. He revoked the sentence and gave 
bim until this morning to produce Menn. Haelig 
left the court-room as fast as his legs would carry 
bim. As Menn’s bail is only $100 it is scarcely 
probable that he will appear and take 20 days’ im- 
prisonment.

was accidentaliy discovered by Harry Miner. 
when in Albany looking after the theatrical 
license act, led some managers to suppose 
that there was a dark and mysterious plan 
on foot to ruin them, The requirements of the bill 
are, in fact, such that no one but a million- 
aire will be able to build a theatre in this City 
if itis passed. Every theatre is required to havea 
front on apubdlic street. The entire aucitorium 
must be fire-proof, and on each side there must be 
a corrider not less than 8 feet wide, From each of 
these corridors there must be at Jeast two exits 5 
feet wide. Every aisie must be at least 3 feet wide 
in its narrowest part, and, beginning at the orches- 
tra rail, must increase linch in width for every 5 
feet of running length. Every lobby, on eaeh an 
every floor, must be large enough to accommodate 
the entire number of persons intended to be seated 
on said floor, Two independent extra stairways, 
one on each side, must afford means of egress from 
every balcony or gailery. All stairways intended 
to permit the egress of 50 persons must be 4 feet 
wide, if straight, and 5 feet if curved, and forevery 
50 persons 6 inches must be added to their width. 
The other Se ad ge om of the bill are such as are 
already familiar to the public, bearing mainly on 
the construction of the proscenium arch and the 
use of non-combustible materiais in scenery. 

The entire bili is similar to that introduced by 
Mr. Van Allen in the Assembly in April of last year, 
which went as far asa second reading, was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Cities, and never heard 
of more. Theodore Moss went over the new Dill 
carefully in company with a Tres reporter yester- 
day, and pointed out the fact that every section 
contained the phrase *‘ hereafter to be erected.” 
“This bill,” said Mr. Moss, “so far as I can see, 
does not touch any ofthe theatres now in existence. 
Its passage would reader the building of a new 
theatre extremely expensive. Ithink the managers 
ought to try to have it passed, because there are 
already too many theatres in New-York. It is pes- 
sible, however, that I may be wrong and that some 
clause in this bill can be so const:ued as to give 
the Inspector of Buildings power to close the pres- 
ent theatres. I must confess I cannot see where 
the clause is.” The first section of the bill savs 
that within the City limits** no wail, structure, or 
building, part or parts thereof, shall hereafter be 
built, constructed, altered, or repaired,except in 
conformity to the previsions of this act."’ Neverthe- 
less ex-Judge Dittenhoefer wiil probably be sent to 
Albany on Wednesday by the managers to look into 
the bill and see if there is anything in it which will 
seriously injure them. There is also some talk 
among the managers of forming a protective asso- 
ciation similar to that which existed some years 
ago.

MRS. HAMILION’S WILL. 
A COMPLAINT AGAINST THE TRUSTEES OF 
ALEXANDER HAMILTON’S ESTATE. 

A complaint in equity was filed in the 
United States Circuit Court yesterday by Robert 
P. Hamilton, of Principulca Bar, Mosquito Reser- 
vation, Nicaraugua, Central America, against Wil- 
liam G. Hamilton and vthers, the Trustees of 
the estate of Alexander Hamilton, to set aside 
the will of the late Mrs, Mana E. Ham- 
ilton. The latter died on Sept. 3, i873, 
at the age of 77 years. She owned 72 lots, situated 
on Eighth-avenue, between Ninety-third and Nine- 
ty-sixth streets, at the time of her death, and the 
premises No. 229 Broadway. The last named _—- 
erty was held in trust for her by ber husband, the 
late John C. Hamilton. In her will, which was 
dated March 2, 1871, Mrs. Hamiiton left all of her 
property toherbusband. The complainantin this 
suit alleges that Mrs. Hamilton had been in 
feeble health for more than 40 years before her 
will was executed; that she was not of sound 
mind and understanding, apd that she was under 
the influence and control of her husband, “of 
whom she stood in constart fear, and so remained 
up tothe time of her decease.” The complaint 
charges the late John C. Hamilton with “falsely 
and frandulently” representing to his wife that the 
will only gave him a life interest in the real 
estate, and that at her death the property 
would be divided equally among their 
children. He also represented that he bad madea 
* cross-will” of his property, giving a life interest 
to Mrs. Maria E. Hamilton and the remainder to 
their children. The eomplaint charges also that 
some of the children threatened to contest the will, 
and to prevent this their father made an agree- 
ment with them by which he was to divide among 
them the real estate on Eighth-avenue and on 
Broadway. This agreement, it is charged, was 
earried out, and the beneficiaries, as follows, se- 
cured deeds of the property: Charles A. Hamilton, 
William G. Hamilton, Elizabeth, now the wife of 
George W. Cullum; Maria E., now the wife of 
Charies A. Peabody: Charlotte A., Adelaide, Alice, 
Alexander, and Schuyler Hamilton. The com- 
plainant allezes that he has endeavored un- 
successfully to secure his share—one-eleventh 
part of the estate—and he therefore asks 
that the will of the late Maria E. Hamilton 
be declared void; that John C. Hamilton be ad- 
judged to have held the premises No. 229 Broad- 
way in trust for his wife: that the deeds bv which 
he conveyed the real estate to certain of his chil- 
dren be canceled. aud that the defendants be en- 
joined from collecting rents from or disposing of 
the property until this suit has been decided. He 
also asks for the appointment of a Receiver of the 
property and for an accounting.

THE STOKES WILL CASF. 

The contest over the wili of the late James 
Stokes was resumed before Surrogate Rollins yes- 
terday. Alfred E. Stillman, a book-keeperin the 
employ of Phelps, Stokes & Co., testified that after 
the aeath of Mr. Stokes he sawa paper bearing 
the signature of James Stokes, which as- 
signed to W. E. D. Stokes one undivided 
one-fifth part of his interest in the firm 
of Phelps, Stokes & Co., with all the profits 
sceruing therefrom since Jan. 1, 1879. It was dated 
Nov. 18, 1880 George L. Mars, a colored man, for- 
merly a butlerin the employ of Mr. Stokes, identified 
his signature to the paper. Artbur B. Elliman, for- 
merily aclerk inthe employ of Pheips, Stokes & 
Co., testified that he kept Mr. James Stokes’s pri- 
yate accounts with the firm. He also identified 
the paper in question, which he said be had 
seen before Mr. Stokes died. Frederick P. Ol- 
cott said he had the general management of the 
affairs of Phelps, Stokes & Co. He never consulted 
with Mr. James Stokes on business matters. He 
considered Isaac N. Phelps the active partner of 
the concern. William E. Dodge Stokes having 
taken the stand, was asked by Mr. Bangs, counsel 
for the contestants, to produce certaiu papers. 
Mr. Evarts, for the proponents, objected to the de- 
mand unless counsel intended to put the papers in 
evidence. Mr. Bangs claimed that there was no 
law compelling a counsel to give a pledge to pro- 
duce in evidence ail the papers called torina 
subpoena.

MUTUAL UNION TELEGRAPH. 
PERMISSION GRANTED TO BRING B8UIT TO 
ANNUL THE CHARTER, 

Judge Barrett decided, yesterday, in Su- 
preme Court, Chambers, that the Attorney-Gen- 
eral should bring a suit to annul the charter of the 

| Mutual Union Telegraph Company. The applica- 
tion for leave to sue was made about a month ago 
by Attorney-General Russell, who based his action

upon facts laid before him by Jay Gould and Wil- 


liam Hendrey Cameron, stockholders of the 
Mutual Union, whom he proposed to make 
the relators in the suit if he shonid 


procure permission to bring one. In his opinion 
Judge Barrett said: “If the allegations of the pro- 
posed complaint be true—and they are not denied 
upon this motion—the company's charter should 
certainly be annulled, and the Attorney-General 
would be derelict in his duty if he failed to pro- 
ceed. According to these undeniled allegations 
the Mutual Union Telegraph Company unlawfully 
increased its capital stock from $600,000 to $10,000,- 
000. This of itself was an assumption of power 
which should be promptly checked. But when it 
is charged—and still without denial—that nearly 
the whole of this $10,000,000 of stock was turned 
over to the construction contractors, whose services 
were adequately rewarded by about $4,500,000 of 
the company’s bonds, and that the object was to 
evade the law requiring capital stock to be actu- 
ally paid in, and to enable these contractors to di- 
vide the proceeds derivable from the sale of the 
illegally increased stock among some of the Di- 
rectors of the company, who were interested inthe 
construction contract, there can be no doubt as to 
the propriety of the proposed aetion. Not only can 
the action be maintained upon proof of these 
charges, but public policy demands that it shall 
be prosecuted. A case is therefore made out under 
both branches of section 1,808 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure. With the motives of the relators 
in the present Instance the Attorney-General has 
nothing to do. If he should refuse to vindicate 
the laws of the State until informed of their viola- 
tion by some person devoid of personal interest 
the most flagrant abuses would frequently pass 
unnoticed. be same result would follow if the 
information of interested persons was only to be 
used when furnished from good motives. The ac- 
tion is essentially a State action, none the less so 
because the relators may desire its prosecution for 
reasons ef theirown. It will be observed in this 
connection that this company is charged with 
abuses of a somewhat similar character to those 
against which its very organization may be 
said to have been a protest. The promoters 
of what was thus initiated as a reform should not 
only have avoided such abuses upon principle, but 
also as a matter of policy; for they migbt well have 
expected that their eonduct would be closely 
observed by their vigilant and powerful adversary. 
And they could scarcely have expected legal im- 
muuity for their offenses, either upon the tu quogque 
plea or because the public good would be promoted 
by competition, even if founded upon equally 
vicious principles. It follows that the peopleshould 
be permitted to bring the action, not because the 
relators. request it, but because the facts justify 
and the public interestsdemandit. The only effect 
of the relation is to indemnify the people against 
the costs and expenses of the litigation. and if the 
relators are willing to assume that buraen so mueh 
the better for the State. The application is 
granted.” 

Mr. John G. Moore, the President of the Mutual 
Union Telegraph Company, said the decision of 
Judge Barrett gramting the application to bring 
suit to annul the charter of the coporation would 
not interfere with the lease of its linestothe West- 
err Union Company. The property would remain 
if the charter were annulled, The rental in the 
shape of dividends on the stock, interest on the 
bonds, &c., was to be paid to the stock and bond 
ho'ders of the Mutual Union, or successor com- 
pany. The aggregate amount which should be paid 
was stipulated, and areorganization could be effect- 
ed. Ifthe stock should be reduced the dividends 
would be increased proportionately, so nothing 
would be lost by the holders of the securities. The 
wording of the lease itself provided forsuch a con- 
tingency. Dr. Norvin Green, the President of the 
Western Union Company, did not regard the opin- 
ion of Judge Barrett as a serious matter. By a re- 
organization of the Mutual Union, in the event 
that its charter should be declared invalid, the ar- 
rangement between the two companies would be 
unimpaired. 

Attorney-General Russell reached this City from 
Albany last night. When asked what steps he 
would take in the case of the Mutual Union Tele 
graph Company now tuat Judge Barrett had grant- 
ed the application to bring an action to annul its 
charter, he said he knew of no course to pursue 
except to commence the suit. He did net begin 
the action in view of any controversy between the 
Mutual Union and Western Union, and he did not 
see how their settlement made any difference with 
the questien in point. The Mutual Union had been 
told that if it gave up its organization that was all 
the Attorney-General cared for. If the com- 
pany recognized the force of Judge Bar- 
rett’s decision, as Mr. Russell understood 
it, although he had not seen it, and 
gave up its corporate existence, that would be an 
end of the matter. The interest of the State was 
not to injure the property of the company which 
it had no idea of confiscating, but to vindicate the 
law. The application, in which Mr. Josiah C. Reiff 
remained as the’ plaintiff, to bring an action to 
annul the charter of the Western Union, had been 
held in abeyance, the Attorney-General said, to 
see what the interests of the people were in the 
tax suits against that company. The disappear- 
ance of the other parties in the application in no 
way affected the interests of Mr. Reiff. Action 
would be taken at once in the tax cases. and imme- 
diately upon the disposition of them the applica- 
tion would be disposed of. The Attorney-General 
returns to Albany to-night.

TALKING 70 BAPTIST PASTORS. 
AN EXPERIENCE IN LEADVILLE—CRITICIS- 
ING PROF. SMITH’S LECTURES. 

At the regular Monday meeting of the Bap- 
tist Pastors yesterday the Rey. Harvey Wood, of 
England, who has just returned from Leadville, 
where he recently resigned the pastorate of the 
local Baptist church, was called upon for some of 
his experiences. ** When I was invited to accept 
the pastorate of the Leadville Baptist Church,” 
said Mr. Wood, “I was informed by letter that 
there were 130 members of the church, that the 


chureh edifice would seat 500 people, and thata 
parsonage was ready for me. I found out whenI 
arrived in Leadville that the church seated 140 
persons, that there were 49 members, that the par- 
sonage was sold, and thatthe church society was 
$900 in debt, Iconcluded that somebody in Lead- 
ville bad drawn on his imagination when those 
representations were made to me. As to the 
standard of Christianity, it isnot an exalted one 
in Leadville. For instance, next tothe churck was 
a blacksmith’s shop, and on Sunday the black- 
smith was always busy. As I did not think pound- 
ing and expounding would harmonize on Sunday, 
l went out before the sermon and asked the black. 
smith if he would stop work until I finished preach- 
ing. He requested me to goto a place several de- 
grees warmer than Florida, and said that he was 
working for a member of my church. Sure 
enough, there stood the Treasurer of the church, 
who was watching his horse being shod. Gam- 
bling is licemsed, and soisrum. Last year $66,000 
was paid for liquor licenses, and $10 a table in the 
gambling hells. I eonsider Leadville,” the clergy- 
man coneluded emphatically, “‘the wickedest 
place on earch.” 

The essayist of the morning was the Rey. Huch 
O. Pentecost, of Brooklyn, whose subjeet wus 
“The Old Testament and the Newer Criticism.” 
Mr. Pentecost discussed the 12 lectures of Prof. W. 

tobertson Smith, which were delivered in Scot- 
land after the Professor had been deposed from his 
chair in the University of Aberdeen. “I think we 
are not yet ready to aecept the conclusions of the 
newer criticism, for the reason that the case has 
not yet been made out. At the sametime I be- 
lieve that we should avoid all heated aenunclation 


| of this new attempt to revise long-standing re- 


ligious opinions concerning the authorship and age 
of the Old Testament. i 
will by and by supplant received opinion, and then 
we shall all rejoice, for what the honest inquirer 
wants is truth, if orthodoxy,or even the Bibie itself, 
goes down before it. Ido not fear the newer criti- 
cism; I welcome it. Like every other similar agi- 
tation, it will in the end cause a modification of pre- 
vailing views. We may be obliged to admit that 
some of the Old Testament books are of a more 
composite nature than we have been disposed to 
concede. We may possibly be obliged to modify 
our views of the inspiration of Scriptare. But, as 
long as we are going in the direction of truth, we 
cannot but rejoice though the way seems to bea 
destructive ove.”’

THE DISTRESS 1N IRELAND. 


aN 
A MEETING AT WHICH THE MAYOR DID NOT 
PRESIDE. 

A number of Irishmen, calling themselves 
“the Irish Confederation of America,” promoted a 
meeting which was held last evening in the Cooper 
Institute for the purpose of raising funds for the 
relief of the starving people in Ireland. The 
price of admission was 50 cents, and 
the hall was about two-thirds full. The 
President of the Confederation said the Mayor 


had been invited to occupy the chair, and had at 
first accepted, but on Saturday he sent a letter de- 
clining to preside because the tickets seemed to be 
fer a meeting to consider Irish politics. He had at 
first supposed the demonstration was to be purely 
for benevolent purposes. Mr. nxowe read froma 
ticket the metto “Ireland for the Irish.” A storm 
or hisses followed the reading of the Mayor's letter. 
‘That's the last of him” and ‘He'll niver get in 
there again” were the responses that came in a 
rich brogue from enthusiasts in the audience, Mr. 
Thaddeus Meriarity was called to the chair and in- 
troduced the Rev. Father Murphy, the Jesuit preaeh- 
er. Father Murphy said he did not wish to apologize 
for Ireland, his **martyred mother.” He denied 
that the meeting was walled to discuss politics, and 
described the scenes of famine he had witnessed in 
1848, saying that the famine was there yet, and he 
had seen people starving to death in County 
Galway but eight months ago. He declared that 
Irishmen should never rest for shame as long as 
Ireland was the beggar of nations, going about 
with the hat every year. He thought the root of 
the evil existed im bad land laws and in being gov- 
erned by those who did not understand her. The 
Rev. Father Edward McGlynn said that if the plat- 
form whereon he then stood had been a po- 
litical one he weuld have been even more out of 
place than his Honorthe Mayor. Politics originally 
meant something respectable and was applied to 
statesmanship, but if the Mayor had realty been 
led to believe that there was anything in 
the demonstration like the thing now des- 
ignated ‘politics,’ he thought there was 
small blame to him for staying away. Father 
McGlynn indorsed Father Murphy's opinion that it 
Was the injustice of “a paternal Government 
which had to lie awake nizhts considering its dear 
children in Ireland” that caused the misery there. 
The speaker recommended that the Irish-Ameri- 
cans relieve their friends now, while they are 
starving, and said: ** Don’t wait for the Alaska, 
but cable a money order to-morrow morning.” 
Ex-Senator Ecclesine and James Redpath ulso ad- 
dressed the meeting. It was resolved that if the 
United States Government extradited P. J. Sheri- 
dan. of the /rish World—who was present—as was 
desired by the Britisn Government, it would de- 
serye the condemnation of every citizen.
